‘The eatly 1900s did not have the advanced technology or today. Equipment for testing nurtient solutions and plant tissue such as the gas-liquid chromotographic 
assay (GLC). thin-layer chromotographic assay (TLC) and sophisticated atomic absorption equipment were not available. 

‘With the aid of the computer since 1951, the medical profession by comparison has advanced in the last 30 years more than in the preceding 2,000 years. 
It Dennis Robert Hoagland had access to 1986 technology in 1920. he probably would have re-designed the hydroponic system. 


JEFFERY JULIAN DEMARCO, 1951- , is President and founder of PYRAPONIC INDUSTRIES and is 
the inventor of the methodology known as GROWING PLANTS PYRAPONIMETRICALLY and the 
PHOTOTRON. 

Three things are required to grow plants pyraponimetrically: 1. A laboratory grade growth 
chamber known as the PHOTOTRON.

Activists Attend 18th 
Annual NORML Confab

Washington, D.C.—Held at the Howard 
Johnson Plaza Hotel from June 17th to 
19th, the 18th Annual NORML Con- 
ference attracted an estimated 120 at- 
tendees—35 more than last year, and 
twice the number that showed up in 
1985. This year's theme was “Turning 
the Corner” and the keynote address 
was delivered by Ron Paul, Libertarian 
Party candidate for President. 

“From 1776 to 1914, Americans made 
their own decisions about what they put 
in their mouths, in their bellies, and what 
they would smoke in their lungs,” said 
Paul. “In a way we can be thankful for 
Zero Tolerance. That was the onestepin 
the wrong direction that finally went too 
far.” 

As usual, the NORML conference at- 
tracted a remarkably diverse group of 
lawyers, college students, yippies, 
housewives, doctors, and grow store 
owners. Despite their differences, this 
fragile coalition remained cooperative 
and friendly throughout the 3-day event. 

Despite the presence of former Con- 
gressman Paul, the conference failed to 
attract any reporters or news media 
(other than the usual HIGH TIMES con- 
tingent and a few hours coverage on 
C-Span). In fact, NORML's continued in- 
ability to become a major player in the 
current debate over drug legalization 
became the most hotly disputed topic at 
the convention. Ex-Yippie (now Safe 
Drugs activist) Dana Beal and HIGH 
TIMES writer Ed Rosenthal both sugges- 
ted membership be allowed to take a 
more active role in NORML’s direction. 
Rosenthal shocked the audience by re- 
questing the resignation of the current 
board of directors. Only one board mem- 
ber—Dan Viets, a lawyer from Mis- 
souri—was in attendance. After Rosen- 
thal’s speech, the conferenceerupted in- 
toa hubbub, while National Director Jon 
Gettman seized the podium to defend 
the current board. 

“The most positive thing to come out 
of this conference was our ultimate goal: 


amnesty for all marijuana offenders,” 
says Gettman. “Ed Rosenthal has bril- 
liant insights into the future needs of the 
marijuana movement, but he is grossly 
misinformed whenit comes to NORMLs 
internal affairs.” 

“I think NORML grew closer together 
at the conference,” says Doug McVay, 
NORML’s Projects Co-ordinator. “A lot 
of people from all around the country got 
a chance to compare notes. We have 
disagreements on tactics, but the main 
thrust is to get marijuana legalized.” 

‘Among the notable celebrities who 
addressed the convention were: Jack 
Herer, author of The Emperor Wears No 
Clothes, a historical survey of cannabis 
and its relationship to society; Dale 
Gieranger, head of California NORML; 
and Dr. Arnold Trebach, author of The 
Great Drug War and founder of the Drug 
Policy Foundation. 

Professor Trebach compared the cur- 
rent drug situation with the civil rights 
movement in the ’60s. “For years lasked 
people to change,” he said. “Suddenly 
everyone wanted to change and civil 
rights became an issue of technical 
knowledge, and that’s where weare now 
with drugs. Legalization is not a simple 
wipe the laws off the books. You have to 
start with the sick people, the millions 
who are physically suffering because of 
the drug law mentality. No medicine 
should be denied to sick people. Thenwe 
have to deal with narcotic addicts, who 
have become the scapegoats of society. 
We currently act asif drug useisa bigger 
problem than AIDS. That is a national 
calamity!” 

Aside from electing board members, 
Beal had three suggestions for NORML: 
Shift the terms of the argument from 
privacy to public health; create a new 
and larger coalition of blacks and gays 
todeal with law reform; and move thean- 
nual convention back to December, so 
that a marijuana judging contest could 
be held in conjunction with the con- 
ference. (This last suggestion won the 
hearty approval of the audience.) 

Gieranger reported on recent studies 


on health and marijuana use, and his 
conclusions were not completely com- 
forting. “According to a recent study in 
Archives of Surgery, 34% of accident 
victims arriving at a hospital emergency 
room showed evidence of recent mari- 
juana use,” said Gieranger. “Conse- 
quently, accidents may be a major risk 
factor in marijuana use. Be aware that 
marijuana does affect your perfor- 
mance. When in doubt, | like to give 
myself a sobriety test. Standing on one 
leg while talking is one.” 

‘Other highlights included the annual 
chowdown at the Marrakesh Restau- 
rant, and a family picnic and bar-b-que 
held in the country. Unfortunately, food 
and drink arrived late and everyone was

“Our policy was deliberated on for a while 
by almost every level of 3M, and itis well- 
accepted by almost all our employees,” 
says Barbara Perkins, Public Relations 
Counselor at 3M Corporation, of their 
urine testing policy. This may very well be 
the case—these are conservative 
times—but 3M's program is far from ac- 
ceptable. While their policy is less disrup- 
tive of privacy than Motorola’s (see 
Highwitness News, April '88), it does in- 
clude one major violation of privacy which 
any fair law governing these programs 
would make illegal. 

3M's policy, like Motorola's, has a pro- 
vision that sets up a blacklist of job appli- 
cants who test positive. The names of 
positive testes who can't provide an “ac- 
ceptable explanation” are held in com- 
pany files “indefinitely,” according to 
Perkins, although, six months later peo- 
ple are allowed to re-apply and presum- 
ably be re-tested. 

But those unfortunates who flunk are 
not allowed to immediately re-test—even 
ifthe results are disputed. Applicants who 
test positive, according to policy, “will not 
be given an opportunity to submit another 
medical specimen tor additional testing.” 
This means that if the job they are seek- 
ing won't wait for the six months they are 
required to wait before reapplying, they 
are simply out of luck. So, even if you just 
smoke pot or drink a few beers after 
work—they test for alcohol, too—you can 
end up on the corporate blacklist for as 
long as 3M decides to keep you there. 

The rest of the policy is less restrictive, 
although it does contain an odd little para~ 
graph which says: “Drug and alcohol 
abuse is not an excuse for poor perform- 
ance. In some cases disciplinary and/or 
corrective action may be necessary to 
address poor performance and failure to 
respond to help.” 

The drugs 8M tests for are: alcohol, 
marijuana, cocaine, amphetamines, bar- 
biturates, prophyxene (a synthetic opi- 
ate, slightly weaker than codeine), 
benzodiazepines (valium and such), 
methaqualone (quaaludes), opiates, 
methadone, and phencyclidine (PCP). 
Presumably, if you went out drinking the 
night before to celebrate getting the job 
interview, this would constitute an ac- 
ceptable explanation for alcohol—but 
these days, who knows? 

On the other hand, employees are al- 
most never subject to random testing 
Even in high-risk areas, advance notice is 
given, and random tests are only con- 
ducted as part of an Employee Assist- 


ance Program (EAP) rehabilitation, or if 
someone is found to be in possession of 
drugs. There are specific regulations re- 
garding use of alcohol on company prop- 
erty or business. If itis suspected that an 
employee has a drinking probler he or 
she may be tested for that as well. 

When there is suspicion that an em- 
ployee has a drug problem, that person is 
taken by a manager to the Medical Ser- 
vices Department and evaluated by a 
doctor. Like Control Data's drug policy 
(see Highwitness News June '88), only 
medical professionals are expected to be 
able to tell what the real problem is, and 
decide whether drug and/or alcohol tests 
should be conducted. 

If tests are conducted and come out 
positive, the employee is referred to the 
EAP. There, counselors and the employ- 
ee's managers determine the most pro- 
ductive course of action. “Cases of 
people who test positive once or twice are 
determined on an individual basis,” Ms. 
Perkins responded, when asked about 
what typically happens after the first and 
second positive tests. 

Employees who refuse to be tested can 
be suspended without pay, and a written 
report must be issued on the incident. If 
they seem to be impaired and refuse to 
accept a ride home, the manager is re- 
quired to call the police. 

3M's policy is towards the middle end 
of the restrictiveness spectrum in corpo- 
rate drug testing. Ms. Perkins believes 
that the policy embodies the opinions of

the company she works for. If this is so, 
it's a sad commentary on the state of a 
country which purports to respect indivi- 
dual privacy and freedom.

MUSHROOM 
ALERT!

Please be advised that youcannotgrow 
Amanita muscaria mushrooms from 
spores. The only known way to obtain 
good viable culture is through tissue clon- 
ing. This involves taking a piece of sterile 
flesh from one of the actual mushrooms. 
Even when you have a good culture, the 
fruiting process is another problem. All 
mushrooms in the genus Amanita have 
what is known as a“‘Mycorrhiza’’'relation- 
ship. This is a symbiotic association of the 
mushroom and root tip systems of speci- 
fic type trees. This is why you find Amanita 
phalloides under oak trees, and why you 
find Amanita muscaria under pine trees, 
and soon. Because the mushroomsin the 
genus Amanita have this special condi- 
tion,they cannot be produced from 

spores. @ @

one of the most effective pro-cannabis 
groups in America, “but there seems to 
be a general malaise surrounding 
NORML. We did a mailing to their 
membership and the reaction we got 
was ‘Finally, Ihear from you guys!"It's a 
good list, but not much is being done 
with it.” 

It'snosecret NORMLhasbeen inhard 
times financially since founder Keith 
Stroup left the organization a decade 
ago. Former National Director Kevin 
Zeese (whois currently co-director of the 
Drug Policy Foundation) inherited a six- 
figure debt when he took over. Before he 
left twoyearsago, that deficit was reduc- 
ed to $20,000. Although the organization 
has not run up any further debt, 
employees continue to be paid on a 
“when funds are available” basis. Con- 
sidering the size of the marijuana- 
smoking population in America 
(estimated at between 30. and50 million), 
these financial difficulties are hard to

of the Oregon Marijuana Initiative (OM). 


swallow. HIGH TIMES recently attempt- 
ed to raise funds through a special 
NORMLTHON Top 100 and so far has 
managed to raise a dismal $2,000. 

“That's 3/10ths of a cent per HIGH 
TIMES reader,” Rosenthal told the au- 
dience. “NORML membership is less 
than 10,000 people. Out of 30 million pot 
smokers, that works out to a really low 
percentage. Basically this organization 
is totally ineffectual. So we have 
changes to make, and we have a very 
sick, ailing organization.” 

“When Ifirst came here five years ago, 
we spent all of our time on internal 
politics and didn’t do a damn thing to 
‘organize or raise funds,” said Gettman, 
replacing Rosenthal at the podium. 

“When will we be able to vote for the 
leaders, man?” interrupted Beal from 
the audience. 

“When you provide enough money for 
us to get some work done,” countered 
Gettman. “If you want to spend all your 
time on internal politics, | can't help you 
because I've got work to do. Over the 
years we had complaints there was too 
much emphasis on lawyers. This year 
we're hearing complaints because the 
lawyers aren't here: You can't have it 
both ways.” 


YIP VERSUS YUP 

Actually, this confrontation—which 
took place on the final day of the con- 
ference—was just the latest outbreak in 
a decade-long debate between the yip- 
pie and yuppie elements within NORML. 
When NORML was founded in 1971, 
Stroup believed firmly in working within 
the system: organizing voters, lobbying 
Congress, preparing court cases, etc. 
The Yippies, however, put more em- 
phasis on public demonstrations and 
staged media events. For several years 
the Yippie approach seemed to be fail- 
ing: hippies went out-of-fashion and at- 
tendence at smoke-ins across the coun- 
try dwindled, However, the success of 


last year’s Madison, Wisconsin, Harvest 
Festival (10,000 demnonstrators stormed 
the State Capitol) has changed that 
situation dramatically. Ben Masel, 
organizer of the Madison rally anda well- 
respected figure in the cannabis reform 
movement, maintained a low-key 
presence at the conference. 

Since former director Zeese did not 
attend this year, there was speculation 
that Zeese had become disenchanted 
with Gettman’s tenure, especially Gett- 
man's decision to change NORML from 
a lobbying group to an educational 
organization, a change that was made 
primarily for tax purposes. In a recent 
phone call, Zeese hotly denied these 
rumors. 

“| think Jon's struggling with a very 
difficult situation,” he says. “NORML’s 
big problem is money. The second pro- 
blem is that they're brave enough to 
represent illegal drug consumers, which 
means they have a hard time achieving 
credibility as a legitimate consumer's 
union. And that's why they're not at the 
center of the current debate. As far as. 
members voting for the board—that's 
been discussed in the past. But NORML 
is a very interesting mix of people, anda 
voting situation may force minorities 
out. Voting for board members is not go- 
ing to change the basic problems of 
money and credibility. On the plus side, 
Jon’s activist handbook [Social Ac- 
tivism and Marijuana Reform by Jon B. 
Gettman] is better than anything | did in 
that area, and the medical marijuana 
suit is finally reaching fruition. As far as. 
I'm concerned, rallies are counter- 
productive. They encourage the

ger and better than ever. 

'US marijuana farmers brought 

21.7 million pounds of marijuana to mar- 

ket in 1987 at an average price of $1,525 

per pound. The total crop was worth 

$33.1 billion, an increase of 24% over the 

$26.7 billion crop of 1986. The increase 

came despite spectacularly successful Ha- 

waiian and Californian marijuana eradica- 
tion programs. 

Operation Green Harvest, an intensive 
eradication program in Hawaii, seized 
77% of the marijuana planted in the state 
and deprived the local economy of $3.2 
billion. The CAMP program in northern 
California was also very successful, elimi- 
nating 28% of the California crop. CAMP, 
and crop damage due to fire, resulted ina 
substantial reduction in the amount of 
marijuana to come out of California, 
which only produced a crop valued at 
$1.75 billion, second in the nation. Ore- 


|: 1987 US marijuana crop was big- 


gon, whose marijuana crop was relatively 
unaffected by eradication, became Amer- 
ica's #1 producer with a crop valued at 
$1.8 billion. 

The US government increased their 
estimate of the domestic crop by 50% 
from the 1986 level, and also indicated 
that foreign production, after eradication 
and seizure, was up 25%. 

The government was only able to pur- 
sue 2,057 significant investigations of 
marijuana cultivation in 1987. Previous 
estimates have placed the number of 
commercial marijuana growers between 
90 and 150,000. 

Despite the government's tendency to 
underestimate marijuana supply, their 
‘own figures indicate a 150% increase in 
domestic production between 1981 and 
1987, and a 75% increase in the availabil- 
ity of marijuana in the US between 1985 
and 1987. These figures mock the Na- 
tional Institute of Drug Abuse (NIDA) 


position that marijuana consumption has 
been on the downswing this decade and 
confined to a small population. 

The best news is that, while marijuana 
supplies have dramatically increased, daily 
use by high school seniors has continued 
to fall. This suggests that wider availability 
did not increase teenage use. Since this is 
one of the primary concerns that most 
Americans have about the potential legal- 
ization of marijuana, it is yet another sign 
that marijuana legalization looms in the 
near future. 

The federal government spent 
$500,000 in Hawaii, eradicating a record 
1,899,955 plants. Given the growth of 
marijuana production in states like Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky, it seems that all 
these efforts accomplished was to de- 
prive the Hawaiian economy of billions of 
dollars in revenue. When state govern- 
ments realize that eradication efforts 
don't lower the availability of marijuana, 
just shift the bounty around, support for 
marijuana eradication will vanish. 

Anyone familiar with the state-of-the- 
art growing technology in use in Oregon 
won't be surprised to learn of Oregon's 
ascendance as the primary marijuana pro- 
ducer in the United States. Outdoor 
farmers hope to preserve Oregon's share 
of the market by using polymers to pro- 
vide water for plants cultivated far from 
stream beds or wells. For years, indoor 
farmers have been learning to use tech- 
nology to increase their yields. Eradica- 
tion efforts in Oregon were poor last 
year, only getting about 60,000 plants. 

The eradication program also got 48% 
of the crop in Tennessee, which still 
managed to produce $1.2 billion of mari- 
juana. Kentucky lost 42% and still pro- 
duced over $1.5 billion. Minnesota lost 
40%, and produced a crop worth $430 
million. Despite these impressive pro- 
grams, nationwide the DEA was only able 
to get 16% of the 1987 crop. 

As discussion of the legalization of all 
drugs continues, the marijuana option 
looks more and more attractive—espe- 
cially given the futility of domestic mari- 
juana eradication. The 1987 crop figures 
indicate that marijuana remains a lucra- 
tive potential target for taxation and 
regulation. 

This guarantees that marijuana is here 
to stay in America. @

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THE UNITED STATES: 
OUTLAW NATION 


In 1987, the US Congress passed a law 
forcing the closing of the PLO mission to 
the UN. As a result, on March 2, the 
United States lost a vote in the United 
Nations by an overwhelming majority, 
147-0. (The US delegation had walked.) 
Most US allies voted with the majority. 
The General Assembly was protesting 
the violation of an agreement that the 
US—as the UN's host country—had 
made with the international organization 
forty years ago. The resolution called on 
the World Court to review the matter. 


©US isolation in the UN and among other 
nations on planet Earth began early in 
the Reagan administration. In May 
1981, the World Health Organization 
(WHO), an affiliate of the UN, passed a 
resolution regarding the marketing prac- 
tices of baby food manufacturers in poor 
countries. The main culprit was Nestlé, a 
Swiss corporation which provided free 
‘samples to mothers for long enough for 
their breast milk to dry up. Too often the 
parents could not afford to keep buying 
the expensive baby food, causing infant 
malnutrition or starvation, Every country 
but one voted to restrict these marketing 
practices.

caragua’s harbors. The Nicaraguan gov- 
ernment brought the US to the World 
Court in 1984.

Virtually every 
country but the US recognized the Court's 
decision. 


© In 1983, 244 US marines were killed 
by a suicide truck-bomb driven by a pro- 
Iranian guerrilla.

By a 
margin of 104 to 3, it voted against fur- 
ther nuclear testing (France and Britain 
sided with the US on this one).

© The US and South Africa are the only 
‘supporters of terrorist groups creating 
havoc in Angola, in violation of numer- 
‘ous overwhelming UN votes. 


© In 1983, with no provocation, the US 
invaded tiny Grenada (population 
150,000). We were worried that this tiny 
speck of an island was threatening US 
security. While the invasion played well 
to American audiences, almost all other 
countries, including our allies, con- 
demned it. A draft resolution condemn- 
ing the action was defeated in the UN 
Security Council solely by US veto, but 
the General Assembly subsequently vo- 
ted against US actions. 


© In Central America, the US is the only 
country attempting to thwart the Arias 
peace plan. This is nothing new. The 
Reagan Administration opposed the 
Contadora peace plan, which was pro- 
posed in 1983 by several South Ameri- 
can countries. 

Reagan and his operatives, Bill Casey 
and Ollie North, didn’t care that Con- 
gress, forced by American public opin- 
ion, had stopped Contra ald. With an 
authoritarian mentality, they intention- 
ally disregarded laws passed by Con- 
gress and ran their own private terrorist 
aid program. 

These blunders are not aberrations, 
they are this administration's foreign 
policy. Reagan has handed the govern- 
ment’s policy reins to a small group of 
right-wing zealots who could care less 
about furthering human rights. They 
don't mind messing up this country's rep- 
utation as a leader of democracy, using 
the US government to impose their views 
on the world. In the same way that Kis- 
singer's policies during the Nixon admin- 
istration were designed to benefit the 
big oll companies rather than the Ameri- 
can people, this crew's policies are de- 
signed to spread the gospel of the 
‘super-right-wing rather than serve the 
nation as a whole.

Ultimately, we need a 
totally new outlook on world affairs, one 
that uses democracy and justice as its

Iwas recently discharged (honorably) 
from the navy here in San Diego, CA. 
The first order of the day: GET HIGH! 
Mission accomplished within 72 hours of 
discharge. | paid $20 for some killer 
weed, which is fairly expensive for the 
amount of weed I got. So | thought, 
“Fuck this, I'll grow my own!” 

Iwent out and bought The Marijuana 
Growers Guide by Ed R. and started 
germinating. | tried several ways of 
germinating, each using 10 healthy 
seeds. 

First, | planted seeds in good soil (7.5 
pH) with plastic over the top of the 
container (which I removed when leaves 
came through the soil) and a 50-watt 
gro-lux light as a source. Only one seed 
germinated, and it didn't last long 

My second method was to plant seeds 
in fresh soil without a cover, with the 
same light source. There was no 
germination at all. 

The third method | used was to line an 
‘ld mayo jar with wet paper towels 
(which were taped on). Nine seeds 
germinated in 3'/e days. Shit!! All seeds 
had an initial root of 3 of an inch when | 
transplanted them into peat pellets. Only 
one seed didn't survive the transplant. 
Thought your readers might appreciate 
the tip.

money stayed relatively harmless, back 
in the long ago 1970s, when hardly $50 
billion changed hands over dope in any 
given year anyhow. 

The big cocaine bonanza of our'80s 
has comprehensively put the blocks to 
this cozy scenario. With over three times 
as much filthy money floating around 
nowadays, there's no way to tell who's 
bribing all these cops, bankers, and 
politicos. You can only be sure that an 
appalling lot of them are taking money, 
because we now have crack in 
schoolyards everywhere in the land. So 
if you follow the orthodox enlightened 
theory of narcotics enforcement— 
without thinking very much about it— 
you might decide that by intensifying 
enforcement like never before, busting 
as many street dealers and even users 
as possible, at least you could 1 
eventually get a line onwho ismovingin |# 
all this cocaine and distributing it

nowadays. And once you've located two 
or three of the major syndicates, you 
could send them a signal that it's okay 
for them to operate, but they have to 
consolidate the entire traffic by 
machine-gunning all their less well- 
organized competitors; and after a 
certain period of bloody havoc, things in 
the streets will be relatively orderly 
again. If it worked with the Italian heroin 
mob in the '70s, why shouldn't it work in 
the '90s with these South American 
cocaine hoods? 

But try selling this enlightened notion 
to someone like William F. Buckley, 
intellectually capable of thinking two 
steps ahead, or even three. If you 
narrow down the national dope 
franchise to two or three big syndicates 
this late in the day, you aren't simply 
making them a present of all that 
troublesome dope money, but of all its 
bribes as well. Sure, rigorous narcotics 
enforcement could conceivably tighten 
up the executive echelons of the trade a 
good deal, but then look here: your new 
crooks come automatically into 
possession of all those cops, bankers, 
and politicos who've been on the take 
over the last decade of non-regulation. 
They'll own all those otherwise perfectly 
decent (and uniformly conservative) 
people, and then what will they do with 
them? As fascist as you might consider 
William F. Buckley to be, believe me, 
even he would retch at the notion of the 
ultraconservative ideals cherished by 
your typical Latin American drug 
kingpin. 

So that's how we wound up in bed 
together at last, me and Bill Buckley and 
the black liberal mayor of Baltimore. All 
that nice stuff really ought to be free, 
after all, and it's just so rewarding to 
see how more and more intelligent 
people are realizing it as time goes on. @

Listening For Coyote 


A Walk Across Oregon’s Wilderness 


by William L. Sullivan

After legislation increased the number of Wilderness Areas in Oregon from 
14 to 37, this author set out on a 1,300 mile trek through some of the toughest 


terrain in the Northwest. Along the way he met an activist from Earth First! 
and a ’Nam vet turned outdoor grower. 


3:54PM. Atop Bald Mountain. Mileage so 
far today: 10.5. Total 91.5, 

The Illinois River canyon is so steep 
and rugged here that the “river trail” 
finally gives up trying to get through at 
all, and instead detours off the top of 
Bald Mountain. The sun is blazing as I 
switchback up this 3,600-foot climb; my 
T-shirt and socks are soon soaked with 
sweat. However, I know there is a cool 
spring near Bald Mountain's wilderness 
summit and push on. 

Iam practically at the spring when a 
black-bearded man in baggy clothes 
steps out of a green dome tent beside the 
trail. 


ell, hello,” he says. “I knew there 
was a reason I made extra spaghetti 
sauce. You prefer coffee or Red Zinger?” 

“Um—"I stall. “Water?” 

He waves to the spring beyond the 
tent. “Help yourself. And by the way— 
the name’s Lou. Lou Gold.” 

limp to the spring and fill my 
cupped hands over and over. It gives me 
some time to survey this sudden host. 

Lou seems to be about 40, wears 
sandals, and has a vaguely East Coast 
accent. His curly black hair is tied back 
with a blue-white-red bandanna. Lou's 
camp is dominated by a fire pit with a big 
iron grate and blackened pots. Logs and 
planks form shelves for neat stacks of 
firewood and canned goods. Lined up 
against a huge Douglas fir nearby are 20 
long sticks, decorated with strange 
carvings and colored ribbons. Like Lou 
himself, the sticks are puzzling, but not 
threatening. 

“Are you serious about the 
spaghetti?” I ask. 

“Absolutely.” 

He has won me over. I sit on one of 
the logs, put my sore feet into a pair of 
tennis shoes, and we talk. 

Loutells me he is camped here as a 
sentinel for Earth First!, an 
environmental group that fears Bald 
Mountain will be logged. Even though 
Bald Mountain appears to stand deep in 
the wilderness, official Wilderness 
designation cuts the mountain half. A 
five-mile-long logging road already has 
been built precisely on the Wilderness 
boundary, to within a mile of Bald 
Mountain's summit. Lou shows me 
photographs of Forest Service plans that 
would convert much of the trail I hiked 
this morning into yet more road and. 
would clearcut the old-growth forest 
where I had seen some bears. 

“Some of those slopes are almost 
vertical,” I recall, looking at his map 
skeptically. “They couldn't really log it.” 

He points to a label on the map: 


Helicopter Logging Area. “Cost is no 
“object,” he says. 

I frown. “So what do you plan to do 
about it?” 

He smiles and leans back. “Earth 
First! has its ways.” 

“Like what?” 

“Non-violent civil disobedience.” 

“Meaning—2” 

“We stopped the road in '82 by 
chaining ourselves to the bulldozers. The 
federal judge put a condition on my 
probation that I never reenter the area.” 
He shrugs. “I've been living up here every 
summer since then. You know, to sound 
the alarm if the bulldozers come back.” 

Ishift uneasily on my log. Lou is 
breaking the law just by being here. On 
the other hand, I can’t help thinking 
about the Grassy Knob Trail, which was 
bulldozed into a useless logging road 
while conservationists wrung their 
hands, and the Agness Trail, which is 
being turned into a logging road at this 
very moment. Now here is a Bald 
Mountain road, drawn on the map in 
such a way that it would clearcut the 
absolute center out of the proposed 
Kalmiposis-Wild Rogue National Park. 
The remarkable thing about the 
controversy, it seems to me, is that this 
road has been stopped, half-built for 
three years by a black-bearded hermit 
who serves spaghetti to strangers.* 

“What do you do while you wait?” 

“Oh, alot. The first summer I 
backpacked out half a ton of glass and 
metal left after they burnt the old fire 
lookout tower. Last year I fixed up the 
trails, and rolled up five miles of wire 
from the old lookout telephone. This 
summer I found a rusted motorcycle up 
here. I'm tearing it apart with WD-40 and 
box wrenches, packing it out piece by 
piece.” 

Mention of the motorcycle jolts loose 
another memory for me. Seven years ago 
Thad met a motorcyclist on the Illinois 
River Trail. I had asked the man if motor 
vehicles weren't prohibited there, and he 
had nodded but said he was hired to 
patrol Bald Mountain for lightning fires. 

‘Then he had grinned and confided he 
was growing a little patch of marijuana on 
the mountain too. 

Lou nods when I tell him. “Could be 
the same bike. This one was by a spring 
with a clever little marijuana irrigation 
system.” 

‘Then Lou strokes his bushy black 
beard thoughtfully and looks straight 
through me. “I have a deeper calling 
here. Most of my time is spent learning 
the Earth.” 


“Every evening I have an 
appointment with the sunset. I sit in the 
medicine circle I've built on the summit 
and meditate in the four directions until 
dark. In May, when the snow has melted 
enough for me to set up camp here, the 
dark comes early. In those days it rains 
and stays below 35 degrees. Then I hike 
the Pilgrim’s Trail I've been roughing out! 
The route is a vast square, connecting 
four peaks in the four directions.” As he 
speaks, he points across the canyon to 
mountains, which I know, can only be 
reached by swimming the Illinois and 
scrambling up 3,000-foot canyon walls. 

“{ study my fellow animals. I watch 
the plants. I pray. That is how I learn the 
spirits of the Earth.” 

He looks to me again. Now it is clear 
to me why Lou has risked his liberty to 
camp here: He does not merely love the 
wilderness as I do, he reveres it. It is 
everywhere alive. I have unwittingly 
hiked into the temple of a strange guru. 

Suddenly he releases me from his 
gaze. “So what have you seen on the trail 
today?” 

“Well, I met four bears on my way 
up.” 

He lifts an eyebrow. “What were they 
eating?” 

I think back. “There were reddish- 
brown berries in their droppings. And 
they left torn-up Ponderosa pine cones 
all over the trail.” 

“Yes, itis time they began eating pine 
nuts and manzanita berries. Manzanita 
berries will only grow after they have 
been passed by a bear. In May the bears 
were up on the summit prairies, eating 
grain from the grasses. In June they got a 
taste for protein and began digging up 
yellowjacket nests. In July they went 
downhill after rodents and fish. Now 
they are returning to the mountain.” 

Lou stands up and takes a towel off a 
line. “Dinner is after my solar shower. 
T'mafraid there's only water for one.” 

He crosses the meadow to a black 
water bag hanging from a limb in the sun. 
He shucks his clothes with a shrug and 
turns on the water from a spigot below 
the bag.

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returns to fetch clean clothes off his line. 
“Didn't you hear anything?” he asks. 

“Hear what?” 

He points out a pair of shredded 
socks in the middle of the clothes line. 
“The mice walked the line and ate the 
toes out of my socks while you were 
sitting there.” 

“T'm sorry.” 

He shrugs. “It comes, it goes.” 

It only takes him ten minutes to light 
the fire and cook the spaghetti. The 
sauce is meatless and full of odd leaves 


and spicy berries, yet it is amazingly good. 


tell him of my trip, and in return he tells 
me about himself. 

Lou grew up in Chicago, then took a 
degree in political science from 
Columbia University in New York City. 
He taught fiery political science courses 
for eight years at Oberlin and Illinois, 
back in the late ’60s, when colleges were 
scrambling for political reverence in the 
face of anti-Vietnam protests. Then came 
the issue of tenure. 

Lou searches for words. “The 
university and I finally conspired to 
liberate me from it. I've never been sorry. 
There were parts of me and parts of the 
universe that were best explored by 
getting out. I did carpentry for six years, 
and then wandered for a while. I visited 
friends in southern Oregon. I wasn’t here 
three days before I realized everything | 
was looking for in the universe could be 
found right in the Illinois Valley.” 

“Then you spend the winters here 
too?” 

“Not on Bald Mountain. In a 
community on the Upper Illinois, toward 
the high Siskiyous. I live in a yurt on a 
friend’s land.” 

“Do you still support yourself with 
carpentry?” 

“My needs are few. Two nights a 
week I fire up a little sweat lodge, and 
people come. Not for money, of course, 
but they sometimes bring gifts. It's like 
here at Bald Mountain. When I need 
food, it comes. When I have enough, I 
share.” 

‘As soon as I clean my spaghetti bowl, 
Ithank him for the dinner, but tell him I 
have to hike a few miles yet today. I 
share a few pieces of hard butterscotch 
with him—it is all I have to share—and 
assemble my pack. 

“Wait,” he says, and walks to the row 
of decorated sticks leaning against the 
tree. “Everyone who visits Bald 
Mountain takes a peace stick. Each stick 
has seven colored ribbons, representing 
the four directions, as well as the Earth, 
the Sky, and the Sunset Breeze—the 
spirit at the center. Choose the one that 
touches your spirit.” 

Tlook over the sticks with some 
misgivings. They are between four and 
six feet long—straight, and freshly 
barked. It occurs to me that they might 
serve as walking sticks, but I have 
always shunned walking sticks as just 
one more thing to carry. But it also 


‘occurs to me that he has an awful lot of 
sticks, and probably very few visitors. I 
take the lightest stick and thank him for 
his generosity. 

The trail passes the summit of Bald 
Mountain. White rocks are arranged 
there on the ground in the shape of a 50- 
foot wheel with four spokes. Lou's 
prayer site, I realize, straddles the 
Wilderness boundary. Sticks like the one 
Lam carrying mark the cardinal 
directions on the rim of the circle, their 
ribbons fluttering in what will soon be 
the sunset breeze. 


2:02PM. Baldface Creek. 87° F. 
Mileage so far today: 16.5. Total: 145.9. 

‘The trail down from the ridge toward 
Baldface Creek is indistinct, as though 
no one had been to this corner of the 
Wilderness for a decade. I lose the trail, 
but my tongue is now swollen and rough, 
so I crash headlong down through the 
manzanita. At 1:15 the trail is found 
again. At 1:40 I hear water! 

And then, just 50 feet before the 
creek, there is a rope stretched across 
the trail. A bristling, black Labrador dog 
stands guard at the rope. It curls its lip, 
baring yellow teeth. 

I back up very slowly. try to call, 
“Hello?” but my dry throat only makes a 
hoarse, rasping sound. 

‘The big dog growls threateningly in 
reply. Now I recognize one of the bushes 
ahead as a camouflaged shelter straight 
out of the jungles of Vietnam. Rifles are 
slung from its branches. Camouflage 
combat ration cans and ammo boxes are 
stacked in the shadows. Beer cans are 
heaped to knee depth behind the shelter. 
Iback up further, my heart beating 
rapidly. 

When I am out of sight, I sag against a 
tree. Whoever built the ominous camp in 
the trail has left the dog as a guard. But I 
‘must have water. I decide to circle the 
camp, cross the creek, and strike the 
trail on the far side. 

I creep through the woods, jump 
down the creek’s 10-foot-tall bank, and 
cross on boulders. Then I drop my pack 
and pour handfuls of water down my 
throat and over my head. I splash the 
glorious water over my chest and arms. I 
take off my boots and soak my feet until 
the cold makes them ache. I am just 
‘opening my pack for my granola, when a 
sharp voice makes me freeze. 

“Hey!” 

On the bluff, where I first reached the 
creek, is a tall, skinny, red-bearded man 
in combat fatigues. He wears a large 
pistol in an ammunition belt at his waist. 
‘Two big Labrador dogs watch me from 
his side. The man’s hands flutter 
nervously beween his beard and his 
belt. 

“Hello?” My voice is back, but it 
cracks badly. 

“Hey, I mean,” the man says, shifting 
his weight from foot to foot. “Who are 
you?” 


“I'm just hiking through.” 

He bounds down the bluff and walks 
with long, springy strides all around me 
and my backpack. “Shit, man, we've got 
to talk at least.” 

“Well, I—" 

“Goddam it, Dumptruck!” He kicks a 
dog sniffing my food bag and sends the 
animal flying. “I mean, come on up to 
camp. I'm gonna have lunch. I mean it.” 
He gives me a piercing stare. 

Tbelieve he means it. “Lunch. 
Alright.” 

He watches me so carefully on the 
way to his camp that I wonder if am to 
be his guest or his prisoner. My first 
guess about him is not reassuring: that 
he’s a shell-shocked vet, turned lunatic in 
the woods. 

“Well shit, sit down,” he says, waving 
to some stumps around a fireplace of 
stacked rocks. Now I can see how very 
tall he really is—probably six-foot-six. 
His camouflage T-shirt hangs over his 
thin, bony frame like a sheet on a hat 
rack. “You want coffee? I got coffee. I got 
cocoa, tea, lemonade, you name it. Out of 
beer.” 

“Cocoa sounds all right.” 

“Jesus, cocoa? Hey, whatever, man.” 
He lights a fire, still eyeing me warily. 

Irisk the question. “Uh, what are you 
doing, camped out here?” 

“Fishing, mostly.” 

I nod and look about the camp. There 
is no fishing pole—no fishing gear at all. 
But now I notice a six-foot blowgun of 
South American design leaning against 
the brush shelter wall, below the rifles. I 
shiver. 

He returns the question. “So, what 
are you doing, man, hiking around? I 
always walk on the rocks beside the 
trail, to keep track of things, you know, 
and when I saw your tracks, I thought, 
hey, wow.” 

“[’'m backpacking the length of the 
Kalmiopsis.” It's true, and sounds more 
likely than my larger New Oregon Trail 
scheme. “I've been out seven days. 
You're the first person I've met for two.” 

“Oh, yeah?” He breaks into a toothy 
grin and extends a long arm to shake my 
hand. “Well, then it’s good to meet you. 
My name's Ron.” 

“I'm Bill.” We shake hands, neither of 
us at ease. 

“You've been here a long time,” I 
comment. 

“Shit yes,” Ron says, rolling a 
cigarette. “I got here in May. It rained 
eleven days straight. That creek was six 
feet higher, and there was nothing I 
owned that was dry. Even these drums of 
supplies, even though I had 'em covered. 
That's why I built this shelter. You 
smoke?” 

“No, thank you.” 

“Smoke pot?” He raises his bushy red 
eyebrows at me. 

“Not really.” 

“I don't either, usually, except for one 
in the evening.” 


Tam writing all I can down in the 
journal—which seems to be making him 
‘extremely nervous. “Why did you decide 
to camp clear out here?” 

“Oh, hey,” Ron says, suddenly smiling 
again. “I wanted to get as far away as I 
could. People said, ‘Aw, you'll be back in 
amonth’—but it’s been four. Every day 
here I wake up in the morning and I say, 
‘Lown my own day.’ I never owned my 
days in the city. It’s a richness.” 

Ron fits his cigarette onto a thin 
plastic tube before lighting up. “Gotta 
have this holder in the morning or coffee 
drips down your mustache and sogs up 
your cigarette until it falls apart in your 
breakfast. 

Under a tarp I can see a huge stack of 
Spam, sardine cans, Dinty Moore stew, 
and the like. [am used to carrying my 
food, and this looks awfully heavy. “How 
did you pack in your supplies?” 

“Ttook five trips in with a horse and a 
burro. I live off the land, too. Brought my 
30-30, my 22's, and my shotguns. Not 
sure I'll shoot a deer—seasons don't 
bother me, but I couldn't even jerk all the 
meat before it'd spoil. Iuse the blowgun 
to pick off mountain quail. There’s a 
covey of about 18 that come right into 
camp. The shotgun would scare them off, 
but with the blowgun they keep coming 
back.” 

Whatever caution Ron first felt about 
me seems to have been overshadowed 
by his obvious need to talk. However, I 
can’t help thinking his story still has 
flaws. “Have you ever been in the 
service?” I ask. 

“Shit, I joined up with the Marines in 
‘62. That was right after Kennedy's show- 
down with Cuba, and I figured we'd have 
awar down there. Damned if they didn’t 
send me off with the first bunch to ‘Nam, 
instead. Did two tours. When we all got 
off the ship in San Diego in '66 we were 
like a bunch of pressure cookers, all 
stoked up. And there on the dock were 
hippie kids throwing tomatoes at us. 
Shit, we just stared at 'em, didn't know 
what was going on.” 

He mixes up my cocoa and starts 
cutting up a beef sausage with a big 
bowie knife. “This country's full of wah- 
wahs, complaining all the time. Nobody's 
got guts anymore, they're just chicken 
shits. You know, Reagan's the first 
President we've had with balls. The 
Libyans started fucking with us—he 
shoots down their jets. Christ, think of 
it we won one, finally!” 

Isteer him away from politics. “What 
did you do after you got out of the 
Marines?” 

“Got a job selling cars at a Plymouth 
dealership in southern California. Did 
that five years, then put in another five 
years selling mechanical seals and 
packing for hydraulic pumps. Shit, man, 
Tve seen it all. In’73 I bought a house, 
got married, had a son, and got 
Dumptruck here.” He prods the dog in 
the ribs with his Army boot. “Then I got 


rich. And I mean rich.” 

Iam about to ask “How?” but it is 
unnecessary; he has already continued. 

“[ saw this ad for diamond brokers, 
you know, in a magazine? I thought it 
‘was crazy, but I was going crazy, too, 
doing what I was doing—my wife had 
divorced me by then—so I called them 
up. I tried it for a week, selling diamonds,

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rubies, and sapphires over the phone as 
investments. I made 3,600 fucking 
dollars that first week! I ditched my old 
job and started living high! I bought 
three houses I commuted between, and 
two tricked-out rigs. Then the diamond 
investment scene fell apart.” 

While he's talking, a skinny horse has 
walked up and stopped at the rope at the 
edge of camp. It licks a frying pan lying 
in the dust there. “That's Joe,” Ron says, 
with a wistful smile. “Lean and mean, 
just like myself.” 

Ron sighs, and goes on. “So I went 
into strategic metals. I got rich all over 
again for a few years. Shit, I didn’t think 
anything of an eighth ounce of coke 
every Friday night. But when gold and 
silver crashed, too, I was back on the 
street. About then my folks moved to 
Southern Oregon, and I saw this 
Kalmiopsis Wilderness on the map 
nearby. [thought about parachuting into 
the Alaska backcountry instead, but I 
didn’t have the cash.” 

Tam eating sausage on crackers. The 
more I hear of Ron's story, the more it, 
seems like something he could hardly be 
making up. Yet I wonder. “You must have 
alot of time to think out here.” 

“Shit, yes,” Ron says. “You know, we 
only use ten percent of our brains, Out 
here, you can learn to use more. The 
Druids did, and they could communicate 
by mental telepathy with animals, plants, 
any living thing—that’s the way. You can 
eam it. You can do anything if you can 
just flush down the toilet all the ‘you 
‘can't’ garbage they fill your mind with in 
the city. Every person I've met out here 
has been a neat person, but look at all 
the screwballs in the cities! Jesus, arn I 
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glad they don't get out here.” 

Dumptruck snaps lazily at a fly on 
top of his head. No luck. Then he tries as 
it buzzes past, succeeds, and munches it. 
He lies flat again. 

My writing hand is getting sore. 
“Have you seen many people out here 
since you came?” 

“Just five. Truth is, all the others 
turned out to be marijuana growers. But 
I don't give a shit. They're nice folks, and 
they're not hurting anybody. So I say, 
more power to ‘em. Course the cops see 
it different. Ptrtrtrtr—" he makes an 
engine sound, and his flattened palm 
flies in toward me, “— a chopper came 
up the crick last night, looking for pot. 
First time since I've been here. It's no big 
deal, though. The cops come and pop the 
growers every so often, but not much, 
and no one ever gets jailed. The cops just 
stuff their four-wheelers with pot, drive 
down to the coffee shop in Cave 
Junction, and leave it parked there to 
show off. None of the growers here are 
big time anyway. Mostly they drive in. 
from Eugene on weekends to check their 
automatic drip irrigation systems. Big 
time operations? Shit, they'd rent a 
warehouse and put in ‘grow’ lights.” 

‘There is a pause—the first pause in 
Ron's conversation since we sat down 
together almost two hours ago. I wait. 

“You know,” Ron says, looking at me 
with narrowed eyes. “I don't think you're 
acop after all.” 

“T'm not.” 

“Well, I'm gonna tell you something. 
Tmreally growing a little marijuana out 
here.” 

Inod. The pieces of the puzzle are 
starting to fit together better. “So you 
were worried at first that I'd come out 
here to bust you.” 


“And all the notes you're taking?” 
“It's just my journal.” 
Ron leans back, laughing, and runs 


his hands over his face. “Jesus Christ, 
after that chopper came over last night, 
and I saw your tracks, I thought they'd 
dropped some weird SWAT team up on 
the ridge. I've been waiting for cops to 
jump out of the bushes. God, you had me 
going! 

Thave a sobering thought. “But if you 
thought I was a cop—you could have 
shot me.” 

Ron laughs again. “You don’t shoot 
cops, man, you shoot pot pirates. You 
gotta be all friendly with cops. If you'd 
asked about the marijuana plants up the 
hill, I would have shrugged, ‘What plants, 
man? I'm just fishing.’ I'm clean. This is 
public land. 

“How did you know I wasn't a ‘pot 
pirate?’” 

“Shit, only cops would come in broad 
daylight. Yeah, if you'd come at night, 
probably would have blown you away.

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HOMEGROWN PEYOTE

My first contact with peyote was in 
1972. I packed my camping gear 
and a copy of The Teachings of Don 
Juan into my battered VW van, and 
headed to Texas in search of an 
organic path to an alternate reality. 
(We talked like that in 1972.) Texas 
was alien territory for ponytailed 
Californians driving VW vans in the 
early ‘70s, but | arrived in Rio 
Grande City, Texas, without any 
serious hassles. My real problems 
began the day after my arrival, when 
I started searching for peyote. 1 
quickly learned that peyote isn’t like 
the cactus you see on a cover of 
Arizona Highways Magazine. It's a fat, 
little, ball-shaped cactus that hides 
under the shade of spiny shrubs and 
thorny bushes, the same places 
snakes and tarantulas like to spend 


their day. Peyote may be spineless, 
but every other plant in Texas is 
covered with them. My first day of 
searching turned up a diamondback 
rattlesnake, lizards, spiders, anda 
heat rash, but no peyote. I didn’t 
give up. On the second day I 
discovered a clump of three plants 
growing in the shade of a small 
shrub. The following day I found 
half a dozen more plants for a total 
of nine in three days of hard 
searching 

Even fifteen years ago peyote was 
difficult to find in the wild. Its 
growth is restricted to the 
southernmost limits of Texas along 
the Rio Grande Valley, and extends 
for a considerable distance into 
Mexico. The plump blue-green body 
sits barely above the ground during

the rainy season, and during the dry 
season shrivels up and almost 
disappears beneath the sand. The 
first plants I found were given away 
by their bright pink fruit, otherwise I 
would never have seen them. 

The evening before I left Texas I

decided to sacrifice a couple of my 
hard won trophies. I sliced the 
plants into wedge-shaped pieces and 
carefully removed the little tufts of 
wool which I had heard would make 
you sick. Eating peyote is not love at 
first bite, especially fresh, slimy 
peyote. The chokingly bitter taste is 
nauseating, I quickly learned my 
apple-sized wedges were too large to 
eat without chewing, so I diced them 
into small chunks and swallowed 
them whole with some juice. After 
about twenty minutes, with the help 
ofa couple of joints, I was beginning 
to come on. After about an hour I 
lost the battle with my stomach and 
was convulsed with nausea. What I'd 
worked so hard to get down, came 
up quickly. When my stomach 
began to stabilize, I was able to close 
my eyes, enjoy the beautiful warm 
Texas evening and experience a 
sense of closeness to an ancient 
Indian culture that I could never 
really begin to know. 

The next morning I packed my 
remaining plants into a sack and 
headed back to California. I guess I 
figured I'd eat the rest of my plants 


on some future occasion, but I never 
did. Maybe it was because I'd gone 
through so much to get them, maybe 
it was because they were somehow a 
special link to those ancient Indians, 
or maybe it was because I'd puked 
my guts out the first time I'd eaten 
them. Whatever the reason, I stuck 
them ina couple of clay pots and 
forgot about them. Miraculously, 
they survived the neglect, and 
bloomed faithfully every year. 

In 1980 I renewed my interest in 
plants after meeting a woman who 
was into cactus. Unfortunately the 
interest outlived the romance, but 
my peyote found themselves the 
main attractions of a large 
greenhouse I'd built in the backyard. 
I was anxious to add more cactus to 
my budding collection, so I headed 
back to Texas, through Arizona and 
New Mexico. I collected enough 
cactus to nearly fill my greenhouse, 
but during a week in Texas 1 
couldn't find a single peyote. 

Disappointed, I returned to 
California and began to do some: 
research on the endangered plants. 
Peyote used to be relatively common 
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across Southern Texas, but, over the 
past decade, collectors, dopers, 
Indians, and narcs have nearly 
exterminated the plant on both sides 
of the border. Even the Indians of 
Mexico, whose culture is 
inextricably tied to the peyote 
ceremony, have had to start buying 
their plants because peyote can no 
longer be found at traditional 
gathering sites. 

I decided to begin a serious effort 
to raise peyote from seeds off my 
original Texas plants. My success in 
growing this endangered cactus 
might prove the key to its survival 
during this period of antidrug 
repression. 

Twas lucky. I had mature, seed 
producing plants to work with. The 
most difficult part of growing peyote 
turns out to be getting vital seed. 
Packets of seed can be purchased 
from cactus specialists in Europe. 
The British seed firm Thompson and 
Morgan offers ten seeds of 
Lophophora williamsii (peyote’s 
formal name) for $3.95 in its 1987 
catalog. If you have access toa plant, 
seed collecting is easy. Peyote 


produces mature fruit nine months 
toa year after flowering. The 
cylindrical fruits are 1/16th of an 
inch long and contain about six 
seeds. The fruit dries and shrivels 
up, leaving the seeds inside the 
wooly topknot. They can be plucked 
out using a pair of tweezers. 

The seeds germinate readily, but 
unless you know what you're doing, 
they won't survive two weeks. To 
propogate, get a small clear plastic 
tray with a top. The trays that 
strawberries are sold in are ideal 
because they are transparent and 
have holes for air circulation and 
drainage. Fill the trays with an inch 
of damp vermiculite. This material is 
good because it stays damp and 
removes the hazard of having to 
water the extremely fragile 
seedlings. 

Sprinkle the tiny black seeds 
evenly across the surface of the 
vermiculite. Don’t try to cover them, 
If your seeds get buried they won't 
be able to push themselves to the 
surface. You can easily push the 
roots into the vermiculite with a 


toothpick, once the seeds have 
germinated 

I've had over a 90% success rate 
using this simple germinating tray, a 
remarkably high rate for such an 
exotic and rare cactus, 

Once your seeds are on the damp 
vermiculite, cover the tray with its 
protective cap and leave it ina 
warm, bright spot, out of any direct 
sunlight. Maintain a temperature of 
between 70 and 90 degrees F. 
Within two weeks you will see the 
seeds beginning to germinate. Be 
careful when you take the lid off to 
check your plants. Even the slightest 
jarring can bury them. 

Peyote, like many forms of rare 
cactus, is painfully slow-growing. A 
mature, baseball sized plant can be 
thirty years old. You can double or 
triple the expected growth rate of 
wild plants through careful 
cultivation. Remember though, a 
tripled growth rate is still a slow 
growth rate. Growing peyote 
requires patience. If you want fast 
growth and a quickly available high 
you better stick to raising pot. 


Offsets 
can be detached with a sharp knife and potted up. 


To improve the growth rate you 
need to understand how 
Lophophora grows in the wild. 
Peyote is an extremely succulent 
cactus. It thrives in areas of hot, 
rainy summers and cool, dry 
winters. It does not like direct sun, 
preferring the broken shade under 
the shelter of a shrub. It won't thrive 
in an acid or neutral based soil. It is 
often found growing in nearly pure 
limestone soil. Peyote does not like 
cold weather; however, my plants 
have survived 30 degrees F with 
overhead protection and dry potting 
soil. Cactus can survive colder 
temperatures as long as they are kept 
very dry. My plants have also 
endured temperatures of 120 
degrees F in my cactus house, 
benefitting from frequent watering 
and shade cloth. Ideally you'll 
provide your plants with a 
temperature range of 45 degrees to 
100 degrees F. Try to match the 
weather patterns of peyote’s native 
Chihuahuan Desert. Hot and damp 
in the summer and cool and dry in 
the winter. One British cactus 
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collector would only water her 
plants after her Mexican friend 
would call her and tell her it was 
raining in the desert, 

Three months after germination 
your plants will start to develop 
wooly topknots and begin to 
resemble mature peyote. After a year 
they will be the size of a raisin. You 
will be able to see a pattern of small 
irregular “ribs” appear along the 
sides of the plant. These ribs are an 
extremely interesting feature of 
many succulent species. They allow 
the plant to expand and contract 
with the availability of water. As 
your plants get older pay attention to 
these ribs when watering. If the ribs 
are fully expanded don’t water 
unless you want to split the plant 
open like an over ripe melon. 

Year-old seedlings are ready to 
move out of the germination tray. 
This task is best done in late spring, 
when new growth is obvious. Use a 
larger version of the germination 
tray if possible. Mix coarse builders’ 
sand with a pinch of garden lime 
and a small amount of good potting 


soil, Increase or decrease the ratio of 
sand to potting soil, depending on 
how humid your climate is. Don’t 
use dirt. It isn’t sterile and can cause 
disease and fungal infection which 
can kill your plants. 

Peyote has a long turnip-like tap 
root, so be very careful when lifting 
your seedlings out of the 
vermiculite. Punch a small hole in 
the sandy mix using a large nail, 
then gently lower the small plants 
into the hole. If particles of 
vermiculite are attached to the 
rootlets, leave them on. If you try to 
brush them off you will damage the 
roots. Firm the sand around the tap 
root, using care not to set the neck of 
the plant deeper than it was growing 
in the vermiculite. Space the plants 
evenly about a half-inch apart. 
They'll remain this way for the next 
two years. (I warned you: peyote 
cultivation is an act of patience.) 

Once you've potted your plants 
into the larger tray, dust a slow 
release fungicide over the surface. 
The high humidity of the tray can 
cause fungus dampoff, if you aren't

careful. Water from below by placing 
the tray in a shallow pan of water 
and letting the water rise to the 
surface. 

By the fourth year, the peyote can 
be potted into two-inch individual 
containers, using the same sandy soil 
mix. When repotting, attempt to lift 
the plants without disturbing the 
soil around the tap root. By the fifth 
year, your walnut-sized peyote will 
begin to flower and set seed. 

This process may seem painfully 
slow, but itis fully twice to three 
times the growth rate of seedlings in 
the wild. After all this effort, I doubt 
you'll want to eat your plants. 
Besides, a five year old plant can 
bring as much as $100 from a cactus 
collector. 

Tam convinced that if this 
mythical and potentially valuable 
medical plant is to survive, it will be 
with the help of conservationists. I'm 
planning on returning to Texas and 
planting some seedlings near the 
place where I found their parents 25 
years ago. @

How to Recognize a Non-Commercial 


Marijuana Growing Operation

You're probably asking yourself: Why 
would anyone want to recognize a non- 
commercial marijuana growing 
operation? 

‘The reason is the law in California 
(and some other states) “recognizes” a 
big difference between a commercial 
operation and a non-commercial 
operation. If you ever have the 
misfortune of being busted it could play 
an important role in your defense. Right 
now in California, cultivating marijuana 
isa felony with a maximum penalty of 
three years in state prison and/or a 
$10,000 fine, Along with the cultivation 
charge, you will probably get charged 
with possession of marijuana for sale, a 
second felony charge that carries the 
same maximum penalty as the 
cultivation charge. Other states have 
similar and sometimes much harsher 
penalties. (Check with your attorney or 
your local law library to find out what 
the maximum penalties are in your 
state.)* 

You don’t want to be convicted of 
felony charges because in addition to the 
maximum penalties and the loss of civil 
rights that go along with any felony. 
conviction, you will be a convicted drug 
felon. That means drug-testing and 
registering as a drug felon at the local 
police department. Every time you move 
you will have to go to the local police 
‘department and tell them that you are a 
convicted drug-user/seller, and your new 
address. This is pretty heavy baggage to 
be carrying around for growing afew 
plants. 

Luckily for Californians there is P.C. 
1000, a section of the penal code which 
allows a drug offender to be diverted 
from prosecution for purposes of 
education and treatment. (Again, check 
with your attorney or local law library to 
find out about similar programs in your 
state.) California's P.C. 1000 defines the 
drug offenses which are eligible for 
diversion and the criteria for 
determining eligibility. Not all drug 
charges are divertible. For instance, if 
you are charged with a violation of 
Section 11358 of the Health and Safety 
Code (cultivation of marijuana), the 
offense is divertible if, and only if, the 
marijuana planted, cultivated, harvested, 
dried, or processed is for personal use. 
In other words, if it was a non- 
commercial marijuana growing 
operation. By charging you with the 

additional offense of possession of 
marijuana for sale, the cops are making 
you ineligible for diversion. Possession 
of marijuana for sale is not a divertible 
offense. 


What's the big deal about being 
diverted from drug offense charges? 
Well, aside from not being busted at all, 
or having all of the charges against you 
dismissed, being diverted is the best 
thing that could happen to you. Ifyou are 
diverted, the charges against you are set 
aside for a probation period and when 
you successfully complete the terms of 
your probation, the charges are 
dismissed. The state is giving you a 
chance to redeem yourself. Of course, 
there are strings attached (see sidebar 
below). 


Conditions for 
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other drug offenses during the probation 
period your diversion will be cancelled. 
This might sound harsh and 
unacceptable—giving up pot, being drug- 
tested, and eating humble pie, but itis a 
lot better than the alternative—getting 
convicted of felony charges, which 
would have all of the same probation 
conditions, plus jail time, fines and a 
criminal record. 

“Okay, I'll do it, I'll accept diversion, 
but the cops are saying that Ihada 
commercial operation, that the pot I was 
growing was for sale. How do I get 


Obtaining a Divergence

Ifyou can meet all of the conditions 
and you are willing to accept the terms 
of probation, you could be diverted. The 
terms of probation will require you to 
quit smoking and growing marijuana, 
submit to drug testing and attend drug 
rehabilitation classes. Drug classes are 
similar to the classes people convicted 
of DUI are required to attend. They talk 
about drug addiction and try to convince 
you that smoking pot is bad for you and 
society. They might even show you 
Reefer Madness. You also could be 
required to do volunteer work at some 
non-profit organization in your 
neighborhood. The probation period is 
usually from one to three years, and, it 
should be clear, if you are busted for any

diverted when the cops are not 
cooperating?” 

You'll have to convince the court that 
the plants you were growing were for 
your own personal use. This brings us 
back to our original question. How do 
you recognize a non-commercial 
marijuana growing operation? 
Recognizing a non-commercial 
operation is a three-step process. The 
first step is estimating the potential yield 
of the crop. The second is determining 
how much pot you smoke and if that 
quantity is equivalent to the potential 
yield of your crop. The third involves 
identifying the factors that can be used 
to distinguish between a commercial and 
non-commercial operation. 
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To estimate the potential yield of a 
crop one must consider the conditions 
under which the marijuana was grown 
and the obstacles that have to be 
overcome for a grower to be successful. 
Some of the growing conditions and 
obstacles to consider are: 


How to Estimate 
Your Yield 


1) the topography and 
vegetation of the area 
where the garden was 
planted 
2) the amount of 
sunlight that would 
reach the plants 
8) the fertility of the 
soil used 
4) the amount and 
availability of water 
5) the microclimate of 
the garden area and 
local adverse weather 
conditions such as 
wind, rain and other 
forms of precipitation, 
droughts and freezes 
6) the large and small 
animals in the area that 
eat marijuana 
7) plant-eating insects 
of all types, including 
soil and borer pests 
8) the variety and 
vitality of the seeds 
used and how well the 
seed stock is adapted to 
the garden’s 
microclimate 
All of the above listed conditions and 
obstacles can and do limit the potential 
yield of a marijuana crop. Also, because 
the roots, stalks and seeds contain none 
of the psychoactive chemicals that 
marijuana is consumed for and the fact 


that 70 to 90% of the weight of a 
freshly harvested marijuana plant is 


water, the amount of usable marijuana 
is only between 242% and 5% of the 
weight of a freshly harvested plant. 

Some other factors to consider are: the 
size, sex and age of the plants on the date 
of the bust, and the grower's gardening 
experience and personality. 


9) the biological 
tendencies of the plant. 
Biological manipulation 
is required to grow 
sinsemilla marijuana. 
Sinsemilla is a Spanish 
word meaning “without 
seeds.” The process 
involves eliminating the 
male plants before they 
pollinate the female 
plants. Sinsemilla 
marijuana is preferred 
because it is more 
potent than seeded pot 
10) Man: including 
thieves who not only 
steal plants from 
gardens, but also go 
after processed 
marijuana. And law 
enforcement campaigns 
to eradicate marijuana 
gardens; and 

11) the amount of 
equipment and energy 
the grower used to 
deter predators and 
control the growing 
conditions. 

The wide variety of variables make 
plant yields vary greatly. Common plant 
yields range from two grams to two 
pounds. To estimate the potential yield 
of a marijuana crop can be very difficult 
and it usually requires the experience of 


an expert. Two of the leading experts in 
the United States at estimating potential 


yields of marijuana crops are Ed 
Rosenthal, co-author of Marijuana 
Grower's Guide, and author of several 
other books about marijuana and Bill 
Logan, attorney-at-law and a recognized 
marijuana expert from Three Rivers, 
California. 

As you can see, to estimate the yield 
of a potential crop takes a lot of 
information. Where does all this 
information come from? One source of 
information is the police who raided 
your garden. They take photographs and 
write a report about what they found. 
Most police reports exaggerate the size, 
weight and value of the plants. They may 
do this out of ignorance, to justify their 
large eradication budgets, or just to 
make a better case in court. If they do 
exaggerate, you can combat it in several 
ways. You can inspect the confiscated 
plants. This is the best way to obtain 
information about the plants, but, 
unfortunately, most law enforcement 
agencies destroy confiscated marijuana 
plants. If the plants have been destroyed, 
the law requires the police to take 
photographs that reasonably depict the 
entire amount of destroyed marijuana. 
‘The photographs are usually not that 
good, but valuable information can often 
be obtained from bad photographs. They 
are also required to retain a sample and 
the sample can supply valuable 
information. 

Another way to get information about 
the size of the plants and the potential 
yield of the garden is to send a defense 
investigator to the eradicated garden. 
Most law enforcement agencies cut the 
plants down leaving the stumps and root- 
balls. The size of the stumps and the 
root-balls can give a good indication of 
the size of the plants. While your 
investigator is in the garden he/she 
should check the size of the holes or 
containers that the plants were grown in 
and how far apart the plants were. Also, 
the investigator should record 
information about the growing 
conditions and obstacles I have outlined 
above. All of these factors need to be 
considered when estimating the 
potential yield of the marijuana crop. 

Why are we spending so much time, 
energy and money estimating the 
potential yield of your marijuana 
garden? Because no judge is going to 
believe that you were growing the 
garden for your own personal use if it 
was expected to yield 25 pounds of buds 
worth $85,000. Believe it or not, the 
Department of Justice is saying that one 
plant yields one pound of top-quality 
sinsemilla buds worth $3,400 a pound. So 
your 25 little plants are suddenly worth 


$85,000, and that makes you a big-time 
commercial marijuana grower. There are 
very few cops who are willing or 
experienced enough to dispute the 
Department of Justice's figures. As I 
explained earlier, the bigger the bust, the 
better it looks in the records, and a good 
record helps get a bigger budget for next 
year. It also looks good in the news: 


“Local police 
department eradicates 
large marijuana garden 
and arrests big-time 
grower.” 


To dispute the Department of 
Justice's figures you need a defense 
expert who can look at the totality of 
circumstances and come up with a 
realistic estimate. And the estimate 
should be under three pounds per 
person, the upper limits that most courts 
are willing to accept as an amount that 
could be consumed in one year. 
Certainly it is true that some growers 
smoke more than three pounds per year 


and that other growers try to grow a 
stash that will last them several years, or 
the grower might have just gotten lucky 
and produced plants that are bigger than 
they ever expected. But the courts are 
skeptical of these realities and are 
reluctant to consider any kind of 
explanation for having a crop that is 
larger than they think the grower(s) can 
consume ina year. 

How do you figure out how much a 
grower can consume in a year? By using 
common sense and mathematics. The 
average joint weighs approximately half 
a gram. There are 28 grams in an ounce, 
16 ounces in a pound. That means there 
are 56 joints in an ounce and 896 joints in 
apound. That averages out to 2.45 joints 
a day, per pound, per year. This does not 
take into account the fact that part of the 
weight of a pound is unsmokeable sticks 
and sometimes unwanted seeds. 

Individual tolerances and smoking 
habits dictate how many joints are 
consumed in a day. Six joints a day is not 
uncommon for a person with a cheap: 
and abundant supply, and that is what a 
grower has. When all factors are 
considered six joints a day equals, 
roughly, three pounds per year. [have 
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spoken to individuals who said they 
smoked 12 joints per day, or 
approximately six pounds per year. The 
‘exact amount of pot that you smoke is 
something you probably have not 
thought that much about. Ifyou are 
planning a personal use defense, it is 
something you should think about. 

Another estimate you should think 
about is how much pot you were 
expecting to get from the busted garden. 
Most growers are not very good at 
estimating yields, they just plant the 
plants and hope for the best. This is okay 
as long as the potential yield is 
reasonable. Beyond estimated yields 
‘what we are really talking about is 
intent. What were your intentions: To sell 
the garden or smoke it? Only you know 
the answer to the question, but certain 
physical evidence will help the rest of 
the world read your mind. By reading the 
evidence we can determine if your 
‘operation was a commercial or a non- 
commercial operation. 

Commercial operations tend to be 
large, well organized and they use 
expensive equipment. Usually, a 
commercial operation will have the 
following characteristics:

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Indoor Gardening: 
From Homespun to High Tech

Indoor marijuana growing has 
been popular since the ‘60s. The first 
indoor gardening book | ever saw 
was a 31/2" x 51/2" pamphlet, 
published in 1968. The author 
claimed to be a Vietnam veteran 
who'd come back to the states 
crazed and regained his sanity with 
the help of marijuana. He theorized 
that for the plant to grow well, 
outdoor conditions have to be 
duplicated. The system the Vet 
recommended was extreme: Take a 
room and fill it 15"-18" with rich 
topsoil. (If you try this, make sure to 
take care of drainage and to protect 
the floor.) He used fluorescents and 
incandescents for lighting and 
suggested using Mexican or 
Colombian seed. He said the plant 
had to grow to 6 feet to really be 
potent. In only 7 to 9 months the crop 
was ready. 

Since that time marijuana growing 
has gone through several

They grew in bathroom cups on my 
window sill with a fluorescent light 
over them. I was in prep school, and 
the plants were my biology project. It 
was 1967 and Newsweek had just 
done a story on marijuana. Accord- 
ing to the article, cannabis was a 
Mafia-run business and the mob x- 
rayed the seeds to insure they 
wouldn't grow. Everyone at school 
threw away their seeds. Everyone 
except me. Nobody can x-ray all 
seeds, not even the Mafia. | collected 
100 seeds and planted them. Ninety- 
five out of 100 came up. | was 
hooked. 

used potting soil, miracle grow, 
and my fluorescent lights for a 
couple gardens. The results were 
passable but | expected more. This 
was the start of the endless garden 
and the search for a better way of 
gardening. There were no books on 
growing cannabis so | experimented. 


revolutions. Lighting, air, CO,, 
growing systems, controls, and 
growing techniques have all 
changed dramatically. Here's a look 
at the past and present: 


LIGHTS 


Early growers had access to 
fluorescents and often special 
ordered VHO fluorescents to 
brighten up their garden. Then 
Murphy Stevens wrote his 
pioneering book Indoor Marijuana 
Cultivation, which discussed metal 
halides at length, and the indoor 
garden scene became a brighter 
place to work. Since then, growers 
have turned to high pressure sodium 
lamps and light movers to provide 
even lighting. Many kinds of 
reflectors have been devised to 
distribute light, whether the lamp 
hangs vertically or horizontally. 


AIR 
Pioneer gardens frequently had no 


The buckets came first: plastic 
wastepaper pails. Wormcastings 
replaced the potting soil. Eventually, 
these became five gallon plastic 
paint cans with structured soil 
medium: gravel on the bottom, 
perelite, vermiculite, potting soil, 
composted manure and worm 
castings in the middle, with worm 
castings on the top three inches. 
Something was still missing. That's 
when hydroponics entered the 
picture. 

After researching hydroponics with 
my partner, sub-irrigation became 
the final solution. The buckets 
changed to 31/2 gallon units with 3” 
feed lines. After a few gardens these 
were replaced with new units of 31/2 
gallon caulinder inners set in the 3%/2 
gallon bases with ‘/2” feed lines. A 
modified version of this system 
exists today. 

Feeding the plants progressed 
from hand watering to automated 
feed cycles. The automated feed 


ventilation or air movement. The 
most the plants could look forward to 
was an open curtain or door. Today, 
internal fans generate a constant 
flow of air. Ventilation fans help 
regulate humidity and temperature. 
Evaporative coolers and air 
conditioners can also be used for 
environmental control. 


CARBON DIOXIDE (CO) 


Most old systems were not 
ventilated and had no CO, 
enrichment. Plants require CO, for 
photosynthesis. When it is used up 
they stop growing. Air, enriched with 
large quantities of CO,, increases the 
rate of photosynthesis. For this 
purpose, modern gardens use CO, 
generators (which burn natural gas 
and emit CO,), CO, tanks with 
regulators, chemicals (see “Ask Ed” 
this issue), or organic methods (see 
“Brewing CO,”, HIGH TIMES, Sept. 
'87).

was primitive at first with timers. 
controlling pumps: turning on to feed 
and shutting off at fill level. This 
changed into mechanical floats 
which individually controlled the fill 
and drain cycles. Today's models 
use pressure sensor units to feel the 
nutrient level. There are no moving 
parts. 

The light was the biggest change 
of all. Fluorescents were fine at first, 
moving from standard to high output, 
to very high output, and finally to 
twisted bulbs. The spectrum ranges 
were changed. Then came halides. 
Metal halide bulbs are the closest 
substitute to real sunlight. One bulb 
can turn a 10’ x 10’ room into a 
tropical environment. Halides have 
gone from simple 1000 watt to 1000 
watt super bulbs with phosphor coats 
that raise the red/orange range and 
have almost as much output as 
1,500 watt bulbs. Today's halides are 
horizontal rather than vertical and

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REGULATION 


The only regulation old-time 
gardens had was a simple timer to 
shut the lights and fan on and off. 
However, we now know that for top 
efficiency the devices in a grow room 
should be regulated by an interactive 
controller. Some modern units, 
designed to control the lights, fans, 
ventilation, CO, and humidity, are 
completely automatic or computer- 
driven. Besides the lights and 
irrigation, a device like this can 
control a ventilation cycle in 
response to a thermostat or sensor. 
When the room is ventilated, the 
controller simultaneously turns off 
the CO,. When the ventilation stops, 
CO, is automatically injected into the 
room. 


GROWING UNITS 


Early gardeners had to make their 
own growing units. There were no 
suppliers of specialized equipment, 
so they relied on what could be 
gotten at nurseries and plant stores. 

Today, sophisticated hydroponic 
units are for sale at fairly reasonable 
prices, so the hobbyist gardener 
doesn't have to tinker. In addition, 
new materials such as rockwool, 
floral foam and urethane foam make 
it easier to set up units. The 
popularity of drip irrigation has made 
it possible to obtain most of this 
equipment locally in many areas. 


FERTILIZERS 


The growers of old had to rely on 
whatever fertilizers were sold at local 
plant stores or nurseries. Nowadays 
fertilizers with many different 
formulas are available. Most of them 
supply trace elements so that the 
plants will have adequate amounts of 
all necessary nutrients. 


TECHNIQUE 


Pioneer cultivators had to rely on 
trial and error, rumors and anecdotal 
data in order to get gardens going. 
There were few books on growing 
and many of them contained 
misinformation. In contrast, present- 
day growers have access to many 
books and a constant flow of 
magazine articles on the subject. A 
few dollars spent on information can 
profit a grower many times over. 
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The next crop he converted over to 
an automatic hydroponic system 
which he constructed. Reservoirs 
were placed on shelves above the 
plants. The watering system was on 
drip and timer and flowed down to 
the plants using gravity. The con- 
lainers were placed on corrugated 
plastic placed over a wooden frame. 
Water flowed out the containe

Although a gas-water heater does emit a 
bit of COz, it also emits igerous 
vapors that could cause death. It is 
better to invest in a safe, reliable COz 
system. 

A dilute fertilizer solution can be 


‘sprayed on the leaves when the lights 
are on. Make sure the water is room 
temperature. Hot or cold water can da- 
mage the leaves. 

Rather than paint the pots and los- 
ing light, | would take other measures 
to keep the roots warm. Remember it 
is much more costly to generate light 
than to generate heat. Presumably the 
floor of the grow room is not too cold. 
A cold surface draws heat from the 
containers. Cold floors can slow down 
growth considerably. 

If the floors are cold, they should be 
covered with styrofoam or wood over 
insulating material.

Dear Dr. Indoors, 

My hydroponic system waters my 
plants all day and all night.

Plants don't need to be watered at 
night, since they draw water only 
when they're actively growing. Your 
system is putting moisture into the 
surrounding area at night and not into 
the plants. This extra moisture con- 
tributes to the mold growing on your 
flowers. Flowers form a non-water sol- 


uble resin, which, as the calyxes grow 
close to each other, form sealed pock- 
ets. Moisture is trapped in these pock- 
ets and, along with the warmth from 
the plant, they make a perfect area for 
mold to grow. The circulating fan is a 
good idea. Any fresh air in the room 
‘should be filtered to trap mold spores. 
Abio-air filter will do the job. Itcan trap 
mold spores several microns in size. 
Don't let the room temperature drop at 
night. This allows the moisture in the 
air to condense on the surface of the 
plant. 

Clones don’t lose their potency as 
the generations go on. If you suffer a 
loss of potency it is not due to the 
plant. It can only be how you grew it. 
‘The clone is an exact genetic dupli- 
cate of the mother plants. Make lots of 
clones so if there's an accidental mu- 
tation you still have the original gene 
structure intact. 
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Hash plant worked fine in your 
mini-garden! It had lots of resin 
& sweet taste.

Vermiculite and perlite can hold water 
and lead to root-rot since moisture 
limits the amount of oxygen the roots 
can receive. You should add some- 
‘thing to the medium to balance it out— 
pea gravel, non-absorbing plastic 
chips, closed cell foam, or something

plants depends on how dry the

Naturally occurring hermaphrodites 
contain genes for hermaphroditism. 
‘Southeast Asian females usually have 
some male flowers as well as male 
plants. Some hemp varieties are all 
two-sexed plants. These plants’ off- 
spring will act just like them. The male 
flowers your clones produced were 
grown as a result of stress and do not 
ordinarily grow on the plant. Although 
the flowers were male, none of the pol- 
len contained genetic material which 
would induce the plant to produce 
male flowers under unstressful condi- 
tlons. The resulting seeds thus con- 
tained information to flower only as 
females. 


Dear Ed, 

Ihave developed a terrific new home- 
made plant spray. Here's the recipe: 

1 quart herbal tea with apple essence 

(make sure it contains no caffeine) 

5 drops dish detergent 

4 drops Listerine 

4 drops ammonia (plain, not scented or 

sudsy) 

Apply to plants in a fine mist spray at 
between room and body temperature. It 
kills bugs, helps prevent their return, and 
it perks the plants right up.

The other 
bud was placed in a film container and 
submerged in liquid nitrogen for around a 
minute. When | took it out the bud was like 
glass and | shattered the bud on a tray 
and et it dry. 

The bud that was dipped in liquid ni- 
trogen seemed to have a better taste and 
higher potency than the sun dried bud. | 
repeated the experiment several times 
with the same results. Friends who tested 
the two agreed.

Dear Ed, 
Is peat moss a good medium to grow 
in?

Peat moss has many interesting 
characteristics as a component of a 
planting medium. Although it acidifies 
‘the medium, this can be corrected us- 
ing lime or other pH ups. On the other 
hand, peat is an incredible buffer. It 
holds nutrients until they are ready to 
be used by the plant. By holding the 
nutrients It prevents overfertilization. 
‘This is why many professional mixes 
and florist bought plants have a lot of 
peat in them. 

Peat is most commonly used as a 
Part of a mix, but some gardeners use 
it as a medium by itself. 


Dear Ed, 

Last year | let my plants go a little too 
long and they turned from crystally to 
mealy. | don’t want this to happen again. 
‘When should I harvest?

Using a photographer's loop, which Is 
a convenient magnifying glass availa- 
ble in photography shops, look at the 
crystals. Notice that while the plants 
are maturing the overwhelming major- 
ity of the crystals are clear.

First they 
‘should fill up, then they start to turn 
amber. They are then ready to be 
picked.

{found away to regulate the flow of CO, 
coming out of the sugar-yeast brew. 

Use a cheap aquarium air pump with 
valve and tubing, a 33-gallon trash can, 
plastic trash can liner and a timer. Run 
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tubing from the brew’s airlock into the 
tightly sealed plastic bag in the loosely 
covered trash can.

I have developed an economical and 
efficient system which promotes growth: 

16 quarts potting soil (such as Hy- 

ponex Professional) 

8 quarts of perlite 

8 Ibs. of earthworm castings 

4 tablespoons of dolomite limestone 

3 tablespoons of bonemeal 

8 tablespoons kelp meal 

3 tablespoons Osmocote 14-14-14 

time-release fertilizer 

3 tablespoons Moister Mizer (or other 

water retention product) 

The limestone provides a rich supply of 
calcium and magnesium. The worm cast- 
ings and kelp meal supply the much- 
needed trace elements. The Moisture 
Mizer allows me to water much less often. 
The Oscomote supplies all the fertilizer 
needed during the vegetative stage. The 
phosphorus supplied by the bonemeal 
assures a good root system and stocky 
stems. When flowering is induced, | used 
Alaska Mor-Bloom. 

I germinate the seeds in Park-Start 
Blocks. Using bottom heat from heat 
mats and fluorescent lighting, 100% ger- 
mination takes place in 2-3 days. The 
plants are transplanted in 7-10 days. 

Ina 5! x5’ grow room using a 400 watt 
‘MH horizontal and fluorescent side-light- 
ing, | have gotten yields of four pounds of 
bud every four months. The plants are 
Northern Lights Il x Skunk/Afghani from 
the Seed Bank. | use one-gallon root 
pruning pots for the entire period. The 
plants reach 2.5-3.5’ at maturity.

Early experiments at growing 
plants shorter were conducted on a 
shelf just 15 inches high, circa 1979. 
The unit was a shelf 2’ x 8° lil by six 
8° fluorescents. These varieties were 
not suited to indoor short growth 
cultivation techniques since they 
had a tendency to continue to 
elongate well afler the flowering cy- 
cle was induced. The success of this 
experiment paved the way for the 
“Sea of Green” and SSSC plantlet 
method. 


ALS8 inches plants germinated from 
seed were placed in flowering. 


To prevent them from reaching the 
light, the plants were then placed on 
their sides. New holes were cut in 
the styrofoam cups to water the 
plants through their new top. Holes 
were punched in the bottom and the 
side was covered with handywrap 
held in place with a rubberband (Not 
depicted), The plants started to 
grow vertically again but did nol 
reach the light.

Seeds need a proper environment in 
order to grow. Place the seed in a grow 
cube of some type like Jiffy-7, Oasis, 
or rockwool. Soak the cube in a weak 
nutrient solution. Then put the seed 
into the top of the cube. Place the cube 
in a warm, moist area. In 2 to 10 days 
the seeds should sprout. The seed- 
lings will grow up into the light and the 
roots will come through the cube.

| read your article on perpetual growth 
and | have this to say. Anyone having the 
rooms or the space you describe would 
be extremely fortunate. If they had that 
much space they wouldn't need your per- 
petual-type growth system because 
they'd have somany plants and so much 
pot they couldn't possibly smoke it all.

MDMA Goes 
Public 


Newsweek, in the April 15, 1985, 
issue, printed in its Life/Style section 
an article titled, “Getting High on 
‘Ecstasy.’” It began: 

“This is the drug that LSD was 
supposed to be, coming 20 years too 
late to change the world. It is called 
MDMA—or ‘Ecstasy’—and users say 
it has the incredible power to make 
people trust one another, to banish 
jealousy and to break down barriers 
that separate lover from lover, parent 
from child, therapist from patient. 
Yet unlike LSD, it does not also break 
down one’s ability to distinguish 
between reality and fantasy, so that it 
appears free of many of that drug's 
unfortunate side effects. A New York 
writer who tried it compares it to ‘a 
year of therapy in two hours.’ A 
Benedictine monk from Big Sur, 
Brother Steindl-Rast, says ‘a monk 
spends his life cultivating the same 
awakened attitude it gives you.’ Of 
course, not everyone is taking it for 
the insights it provides. It has 
become popular over the last two 
years on college campuses, where it 
is considered an aphrodisiac. Drug- 
abuse clinics have begun seeing kids 
who take a dozen or more doses a 
day to achieve an amphetamine-like 
high. Apparently the nation is on the 
verge either of a tremendous 
breakthrough or a lot more kids too 
strung out to come in from the rain.” 

The next major media exposure 
for the suddenly publicized drug was 
on network television's “Phil 
Donahue” show, which turned out to 
be a rollicking free-for-all taped 
before a vocal New York audience. 

‘The show began with Donahue 
poking fun at MDMA by first 
suggesting that the Iranians might 


dump it in the water supply. Then, as 
Ayatollah Khomeini lands at the 
Washington airport, we welcome him 
with open arms—rendered open and 
loving by the new drug. 

As Donahue sampled audience 
opinion, the immediate reaction was 
that it didn’t like the idea of a new 
drug. Donahue then gave an appeal 
for the information to be heard, since 
much of the false information given 
in the drug scare of the late 60s had 
resulted in kids being told that 
heroin was the same as marijuana. 

On the panel was Rick Ingrasci, 

.D., who used MDMA in his 
setts medical practice; Mel 
straight, Inc., a drug abuse 
center; Gene Haslip, Deputy Director 
of the DEA; and Charles Schuster of 
the Drug Abuse Research Center, 

University of Chicago. 

Ingrasci said that he did not 
consider the drug a panacea, and was 
not advocating that people take it all 
the time. He was simply suggesting 
that it be used in therapeutic 
circumstances to help people work 
through difficult emotional problems 
and improve their quality of life. 

Mel Riddle spoke next, with a 
strong anti-drug line, suggesting that 
many kids who come to him have 
used the drug, and some were 
completely messed up after just one 
dose. 

Gene Haslip was introduced by 
Donahue with a lecture on the 
problems that the hard-line policy of 
the Reagan administration toward 
drugs has created. Haslip replied 
with a statement that he wanted to 
get MDMA off the street and made a 
Schedule | drug. 

Charles Schuster took what at first 
seemed a moderate position, 
suggesting that the drug be held out 
of Schedule | until research was

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done with it, as is done with other 
drugs which are being tested for 
possible medical use. 

However, this was followed by a 
rather sensational statement. 
Schuster announced that he and two 
other researchers from the Drug 
Abuse Center had found that MDA, 
the “parent compound” for MDMA, 
caused brain damage in rats, and 
therefore might also in humans 
(oddly, the research paper they 
published in Science stated their 
position in much more conservative 
language). 

However, the tone of the program 
was changed by the articulate 
testimony of several patients of Rick 
Ingrasci, who spoke from the 
audience. The first case history was 
from a woman whose marital 
problems were helped by an MDMA 
session in the context of 
psychotherapy. The second to talk, 
Diane Watson, a cancer patient, 
spoke emotionally about how MDMA 
had helped her deal with the 
diagnosis that she had terminal 
cancer and only six months to live. 
MDMA, she said, was a catalyst to 
help her deal with the anger and the 
pain of her terminal disease. She 
stated, "MDMA is not an ecstasy 
drug. It allows you to see the world 
more clearly and to heal yourself. 
You realize that you don’t need 
negative emotions, old emotions any 
more, and you can let them go.” 

‘There were many testimonials 
from the audience, pro and con. 
Advocates and “‘anties” were given 
time to make brief statements. 
Clearly, the statements by those 
helped by MDMA therapy made a 
deep impression on the studio 
audience, but still there were many 
who remained skeptical of the 
advent of another new drug. 


‘The floodgates had now opened, 
and a deluge of media copy and 
videotape spilled forth. An article 
appeared in the May issue of 
Psychology Today by Jack Shafer, a 
reporter writing a book about the 
increase of synthetic drugs 
appearing in the drug underground. 
His previous magazine publication, 
in the March 1985 issue of Science 
85, “Designer Drugs,” portrayed the 
dangers of synthetic heroin 
substitutes, such as alpha-methyl 
fentanyl, also known as China White. 
In his article “MDMA: Psychedelic 
Drug Faces Regulation,” Shafer 


attempted to present both sides of 
the controversy of another designer 
drug, the much safer MDMA. 

On the lighter side, the comic strip 
Doonesbury’s Uncle Duke hosted a 
conference entitled “Ecstasy: 
Whither the Future” at Baby Doc 
College. 

Ron Siegel, Ph.D., a 
pharmacologist who researches 
psychoactive drugs at the UCLA 
School of Medicine under grants 
from the National Institute of Drug 
Abuse (NIDA), emerged as the major 
representative of the DEA’s attack 
upon the safety and usefulness of

From ganja-smoking rastas to peyote- 
chewing Indians, mind-altering 
substances have enhanced religious 
ceremonies, helped provide psychic 
healing, and been used to expand 
metaphysical horizons in a variety of 
cultures and subcultures. Not 
surp , the em} MDMA— 
due to its ability to open people up to 
themselves and allow them to retain 
personal insights—has in northern 
California found itself to be one of the 
tools used by a state-recognized church 
‘organization of shamans and counselors. 
Because of formerly-legal Adam’s new 
status, the therapeutic wonder-drug has 
had to go underground, and the Ecstasy- 
church members feel a need for some: 
anonymity. Yet the church's founder, 
president, and one of its ministers 
‘exuded such earnest enthusiasm over 
MDMA's positive effects, that they 
consented to describe their group and its 
use of Adam. 

‘The church’s somewhat capricious 
inception, as the result of a Halloween 
party attended by some one hundred and 
fifty ’60s-style revelers in 1977, hints at 
nothing more than ribald frivolity. But 
eleven years later, although the pews are 
far from overflowing, the church boasts 
26 ordained minister/members and a 
couple of hundred friends of the 
‘organization; all devoted to the noble, 
albeit vague, goal of working for the 
“common good of the community”. Most 
‘Church members tend to get involved th 
existing groups and activities rather than 
loudly proselytizing the coming of 
Adam—they prefer to keep publicity 
about their use of Ecstasy to a 
minimum. 


Asno Notre Dame-style cathedral or 
‘even fixed place of worship exists, the 
sacramental offering of Adam—which at 
times resembles psychoanalysis more 
than high mass—takes place at a 


Jocation chosen by the indtvidual 

ministers. A minister will usually take 
Adam with one other person—or 
‘occasionally a couple—who has come to 
the church for help with an emotional or 


existential problem. When a minister has 
evaluated the case and feels the person 
is able to handle the substance and will 
reap real rewards from the experience, 
then arrangements are made for the 
ritual. No fixed ceremony 
precedes the trip—each MDMA session 
is tailored to the peculiarities of the 
individuals. The church emphasizes the 
importance of providing as close to an 
ideal setting as possible and requires its 
ministers to not only demonstrate 
‘counselling skills, but—since taking 
Adam is considered a spiritual and 
mental awakening—to have a properly 
reverent attitude towards the drug. The 
church frowns on recreational MDMA. 
use. Some ministers feel that a tad of 
‘abuse goes on and view the employment 
of Ecstasy as a means of sexual 
‘seduction with loathing. The ideal 
scenario involving the administration of 
Adam would be one in which it was 
given as a means of solving a particular 
problem. Upon a completion of the trip, 
‘the individuals in question would be able 
to deal with whatever trouble they had, 
by themselves—without the church of 
MDMA. 


Among the organization’s therapeutic 
triumphs, the church claims to have 
cured a chronic asthma patient 

‘one session with MDMA. But they admit 
that most people simply use the 
experience to find personal direction, or 
to put some aspect of their lives in order. 
In the administration of Adam, the 
‘church basically offers a guide and 
counselling service which helps others 
to take full advantage of MDMA’s unique 
effects. The ministers feel that they have 
been successful in using Adam and, 
although it’s more difficult to procure 
now than in the days when it was legal, 
will continue to provide Ecstasy- 
‘counselling as part of their church 
functions. “It's something that’s worked 
for me,” the church’s founder states, 
,..and Ljust want to share this energy 
potential with others.”

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Adam. He was featured in 
Psychology Today as well as in 
subsequent articles in Time, Life and 
New York. 

Rick Doblin, the 31-year-old co- 
founder of Earth Metabolic Design 
Laboratories, became the major pro- 
MDMA figure in the media, although 
he was subjected to heavy criticism 
by his more conservative colleagues 
in the organization because of 
differences in strategies of action. 

Doblin first tried MDMA in 1985 
and quickly became an activist for 
the substance. Wrote Joe Klein of 
New York magazine: 

“Even before the Federal 
Government entered the picture, 
Rick Doblin sensed that MDMA. 
would become a political issue. 
“Compassion has political 
implications. Empathy has political 
implications,’ he says. Doblin 
decided to contact various 
government agencies, to show good 
faith by telling them all about MDMA 
and asking guidance. He contacted 
Nancy Reagan's anti-drug group, the 
National Federation of Parents for 
Drug Free Youth. He contacted the 
Food and Drug Administration and 
the National Institute on Drug Abuse 
and the United Nations. He proposed 
cooperation. He proposed joint 
research into MDMA. He proposed to 
‘the United Nations that MDMA be 
used in a project called ‘Shaping a 
Global Spirituality While Living in 
‘the Nuclear Age.” 

Currently Doblin is finishing a 
degree in Florida and working on a 
proposal to set up a pharmaceutical 
company—Orphan Pharmaceuticals 
Inc.—which would conduct animal, 
human, and clinical tests in an effort 
to establish the therapeutic efficacy 
of MDMA. 

During the beginning of 1985, 
another development occurred. A 
laboratory in Texas, which first 
began operating in 1983, started 
producing unprecedentedly high 
amounts of MDMA. Ron Siegel, in the 
Psychology Today article, estimated 
that 30,000 doses of MDMA were 
being made each month. This 
laboratory was said to be producing 
akilogram—8,000 doses—per day, or 
240,000 doses per month. These were 
made into tablets and sold in brown 
bottles labeled “Sassyfras.” 

“Sassyfras” brand MDMA was 
being sold, according to the DEA, at 
parties in which “pyramid sales” 
were organized. Participants paid

“It’s not a substitute like methadone, it’s like LSD.” 


Dana Beal, head of the Coalition for 
100% Drug Reform, is very active in 
the Safe Drugs Movement. Last 
month, he discussed what the Safe 
Drugs Movement is, and why 
marijuana is the safest drug of all. 
This month, he details the potential 
of ibogaine to solve chemical drug 
addictions. (NOTE: see the July 1986 
issue of HIGH TIMES for a more 
definitive article on ibogaine.) 

HIGH TIMES: Could you sum up the 
objectives of the Safe Drugs Movement? 
DANA BEAL: Our first demand is that 
all drug users be decriminalized. 
Second, we want ibogaine to be made 
available. And third, they can't put more 
incentives in to do hard drugs instead of 
pot....Once you have decriminalized pot, 
you have to shift the market to the least 
harmful illicit drug. 

T'll talk about the second stage of this 
alittle bit more, the ibogaine. This is a 
derivative of a natural herb called iboga 
taberanthi, a small African bush tree. 
‘The bark and roots contain a powerful 
psychoactive drug known as ibogaine. 
It's like peyote. It’s a very subtle drug, 
unlike cocaine and caffeine, which are 
endorphin blockers that prevent your 
natural body opiate, endorphin, from 
attaching to the sleep receptors so you 
don't feel sleepy. That's what happens 
when you drink a cup of coffee or do a 
line of coke. When you do too much coke 
it begins to stimulate the endorphin 
receptors in ways that not only block the 
endorphins but mimic some of the 
effects of the endorphins themselves, so 
you get a secondary high. When you've 
been doing coke for four days you get 
some of the characteristics of the heroin 
high, just as you get secondary effects 


from doing alcohol. If you get really 
soused on alcohol, you get liver by- 
products that are like mescaline. Opiates 
are also like blockers, but they really 
mimic the effects of the endorphins. The 
body thinks it's getting endorphins, and 
it feels great. Delicious feeling. You're 
falling asleep. That's why they say 
‘junkies are on the nod.” They're falling 
asleep all the time. 

What ibogaine does is a lot more 
subtle. Your body has natural ways of 
retuning your endorphin system. One of 
the ways it gets out of whack is when 
you get addicted to caffeine, cocaine, 
heroin, or nicotine. If you take a 
sufficently powerful dose of ibogaine, 
the first thing you do is fall into a waking 
sleep for three hours in which your 
entire life and all those spooky 
archetypes that you see distantly in your 
dreams are projected on the back of your 
eyelids. It’s like a waking dream. Then 
you come down from that stage and you 
experience these profound insights 
based on what you've seen. Once people 
experience this, they have no withdrawal 
symptoms or craving. 

Anyway, they found this out in the 
60s. There was a serious group of people 
who were working on the fringes, with 
Timothy Leary, trying maybe 20 or 30 
different psychedelics. There was a 
bunch of people experimenting with 
different drugs who had 20 people try 
ibogaine. Seven people were IV drug 
users. Three were multiple cocaine/ 
heroin users and four were just heroin 
users. None of them were trying to be 
cured of heroin addiction. They were 
into doing different drugs to see what 
would happen. Five of the seven walked. 
away from their IV drug use without any 
prompting, without any program. In the 


middle of a total drug scene, they just quit. 
HT: And these people stayed off heroin? 
DB: Six months later, you have to come 
back and do it again. It's not a substitute 
like methadone, it's like LSD. One man 
quit a 25-year coke habit. He also quit a 
two-and-a-half pack a day cigarette 
habit, and put on 25 pounds. He also 
moderated his alcohol consumption. He 
now looks like a new man. He looks ten 
years younger. 

HT: Are you putting together a drug 
treatment program? 

DB: We're going to start with rich 
junkies. Within five years we're going to 
make enough money available so that 
every single crack user in the United 
States can get this treatment as an 
option, immediately, if they get arrested. 
Instead of going into a treatment 
Program or going to jail, they'll have a 
drop-in center where they can hang out 
for a few weeks and get their shit 
together. 

The fact is, most people who do this 
are no longer into coke. They never do 
coke again. It’s only 70% effective against 
opiate addictions, so we'd like to have 
some kind of maintenance program. This 
stuff also should be good for getting 
people off methadone. The same 
addiction mechanisms involved in 
methadone are involved in heroin. 

By the way, this stuff does not stop 
people from doing alcohol or smoking 
pot. It moderates use. If we can show 
people that marijuana is definitely not as. 
harmful as cigarettes, then we win. 
That's the basis of the Safe Drugs 
Movement. That's why the second thing, 
after decriminalizing users, is to get that. 
cure for addiction out there. Even more 
important than shifting the market so 
that what most people have to consume, 
thrust on them by their street corner 
seller, is pot—good pot—not coke, not 
crack. 

HT: Who is the Safe Drugs Movement 
besides yourself? 

DB: We are the Coalition for 100% Drug 
Reform and we address a lot of other 
things besides safe drugs. The Safe 
Drugs Movement is something we're 
trying to get started among people. 

HT: Like the peace movement? 

DB: More like the safe sex movement. 
What we feel is going to have to go hand- 
in-hand with the Safe Drugs Movement, 
or it won't happen, is that there has to be 
political empowerment of the potheads, 
Potheads have to get active. 

HT: How can people get involved? What 
would their first move be? 

DB: They should find out from us who 
the coordinator is for their region, or 
they can call (212) 677-4899. They may 
have to let it ring a long time, but 
eventually somebody will answer. And if 
they're temperate, if they don't scream 
obscenities at us over the phone, they'll 
probably be able to get what they want.

$20 for a sample tablet and were 
recruited to find other sellers. This 
prompted Senator Lloyd Bentsen, a 
Democrat from Texas, to write to 
John C. Lawn, “Acting Administrator 
of the DEA,” asking for an 
emergency ban on MDMA. 

Indeed, Congress had given the 
Attorney General the power to place 
any drugs in Schedule 1 for one year, 
because of the deaths and crippling 
disease attributed to China White. 
(This was later ruled 
unconstitutional.) 

On May 31, 1985, a news 
conference was held in Washington 
by the DEA. John C. Lawn, in an 
Associated Press dispatch published 
in the June 1 New York Times, 
stated, “All the evidence the DEA has 
received shows that MDMA abuse 
has become a nationwide problem 
and it poses a serious health threat. 
This emergency action is a stopgap 
measure to curb MDMA abuse until 
the administrative process can be 
completed.” The story goes on to 
bluntly state, “Officials of the drug 
agency said their intention was to 
replace the emergency ban on 
MDMA witha permanent ban within 
‘one year.” 


The Problem 
with the DEA’s 
Handling of the 

Drug Problem 


The actions that the DEA took in this 
matter are typical of its past patterns 
of action on other newly popular 
drugs. Their “hardball” approach to 
drugs—smear publicity, severe 
penalties, kick-down-doors 
enforcement—has not eradicated 
problems with drugs in the US. 
Indeed, all it has created is public 
confusion about drugs and a huge 
black market. 

There is no question that there is a 
serious drug problem in America. 
The most widely abused drugs are 
not even thought of as drugs at all. 
Nicotine, sold legally in cigarettes, is 
clearly the nation’s most commonly 
abused drug. Next in popularity is 
one of the most dangerous and 
certainly the most lethal of all drugs 
sold: alcohol—found in liquor, beers, 
and wines. This drug is legal and sold 
even in grocery stores. 


Of course, the reason that alcohol 
is now legal is that the 18th 
Amendment to the Constitution, 
which instituted prohibition in this 
country, did not work. In fact, there 
are few laws against any drug at any 
time in history that have worked. 
Edward M. Brecher and the editors 
of Consumer Reports in 1972 
published Licit and Mlicit Drugs, an 
excellent account depicting the 
consequences of instituting such 
repressive legislation. 

Particularly fascinating is the 
section on heroin and the opiate 
drugs. The account begins with 
respect to morphine and the opiates 
that existed in the nineteenth 
century. At that time, these Schedule 
1 narcotics were available over the 
counter. 

Licit and Illicit Drugs concluded 
that the case of heroin demonstrates 
the consequences to be expected 
when a drug is made illegal. 

First, the price of the drug goes up, 
and its distribution is taken out of 
the hands of experts and put into the 
hands of criminals. 

Second, it criminalizes a group of 
people who use a particular 
substance. For heroin, penalties can 
range up to life in prison. 

Third, making a drug illegal usually 
leads to adulteration of the 
substance or its being replaced by 
another compound. 

‘The DEA was set up to police drug 
use in America. It receives its 
funding in relation to the severity 
and scope of the drug problem. 
Because it is involved in 
enforcement of drug laws, the DEA’s 
members tend to view any drug use 
(other than alcohol, cigarettes, and 
coffee) in a negative way. The DEA 
also has a strong economic interest. 
in having widely-used drugs made 
illegal. The more drug-criminals 
there are to hunt and arrest, the more 
funding the DEA receives, and the 
larger the organization becomes. 
Giving the DEA the power to decide 
which drugs to criminalize could 
lead to a constantly expanding police 
organization, always needing more 
tax monies. 


DEA Tackles 
MDMA 


Many of the problems of 
criminalizing drugs are apparent in 
the handling of MDMA. Also, many of 
the biases of the DEA have been

revealed in the way it proceeded in 
having the drug placed in Schedule 1. 

During the hearings to decide 
whether MDMA should be made a 
Schedule | drug, it may have become 
apparent to the DEA that its case 
was falling apart. It was difficult to 
show a high potential for abuse of 
MDMA. It was possible to show that 
the drug was used, however, with 
exhibits of amateur fact sheets. Many 
of these pamphlets are testimonials 
to MDMA's efficacy. 

But those who testified for the 
Earth Metabolic Design Foundation 
universally affirmed that there were 
no people whose lives had been 
harmed by MDMA. Because of the 
rapid rise in tolerance caused by 
repeated use, and the buildup of 
unpleasant side effects, most people 
learn quickly that MDMA can only be 
used occasionally. Taking too much 
is just not rewarding. 

For the same reasons, it can be 
said that MDMA is not an addictive 
drug. It is true that some people like 
to repeat the experience. But it is 
generally found that the less often 
MDMA is taken, the more meaningful 
the experience is. The tendency is to 
take it less frequently after the first 
two or three exposures. Also, there 
was little evidence that MDMA was 
dangerous psychologically. The data 
from DAWN emergency rooms cited 
earlier demonstrate that there are 
few “bad trips” on MDMA. Richard 
Seymour of the Haight-Ashbury Free 
Clinic reports that most of those who 
do have a bad time and come into his 
clinic are provided with a supportive 
environment and reorient 
themselves as soon as the drug is 
metabolized. Being nonaddictive and 
relatively free of negative 
psychological phenomena, even in 
unsupervised situations, MDMA 
looks like a remarkably safe drug, 
even safer than the most commonly 
used recreational drugs, illegal 
marijuana and legal alcohol. 

As MDMA became popular and 
publicized, it was clear that the DEA 
was dedicated to banning the 
substance. This was made clear in an 
article entitled “Federal Authorities 
Want to Ban Ecstasy,” printed in the 

San Francisco Examiner: “ ‘We're 
going to ban stasy within the next 
several months,’ DEA assistant 
administrator Gene Haslip vowed. By 
next fall, Ecstasy will be as rigidly 
controlled as heroin. It’s extremely 
dangerous.’”

‘There's nothing good about pirates.”

As you can see, recognizing a non- 
commercial marijuana growing 
operation is a complicated process. If 
you should have the misfortune of being 
busted, this process could play an 
important part in your defense. Go out 
and look at your garden. Does it look like 
non-commercial operation? Will it look 
that way to the rest of the world? Even 
growing for personal use can have 
serious consequences if your state does 
not have a diversion program or you are 
unable to convince the court that you 
had a non-commercial operation. 
Consult with your attorney or local law 
library to find out what the laws are in 
your state. If you grow, make sure you 
know the rules of the game, and that you 
play the game accordingly. @

Somewhere in southeast Missouri 
Of the two systems you suggested, 
the stationary system with five lights 
totalling 2600 watts would produce 
and deliver more light to the plants 
than the 2000-watt two lamp system. 
The idea of using the vertical lamp to 
spread the light in the room is under- 
standable, but may actually be less ef- 
ficient than a horizontal lamp. A light 
meter can be used to measure light 
distribution throughout the room. 
Then the lights can be spaced for even 
light distribution. 

Air flow without CO, should equal 
cubic space of the grow room every 
10-15 minutes or shorter if there is a 
heat buildup. With CO, enrichment, 
the advantage of evacuating the air is 
lost.

Drying in the oven, the grass will lose 
much of its aroma since the mono and 
di-terpines responsible for the smell 
evaporate at higher temperatures. It 
will also lose much of its smoothness 
since the natural curing processes are 
aborted. Finally, if the temperature in 
the oven gets over 150 degrees there 
may be actual loss of the cannabi- 
noids, the active ingredients of the 
plants. 

Hanging the plants upside down is 
nota great method of drying either. As 
the plants dry, the glands are prone to 
fall off. You can see thousands of 
glands cascading through the air as 
the plants are being moved. The po- 
tency is literally up in the air. Instead, 
before drying, the plants should be cut 
into branches which are manageable 
to deal with. 

Dear Ed, 

I've just harvested and sampled a hy- 
brid plant | bred from two of my favorite 
strains and the results were disappoint- 
ing. While | understand that luck plays an 
important role in plant genetics, | can't 
understand why my hybrid was less po- 
tent than either of its parents.

You would conclude that the two varie- 

ties are each fairly homogeneous. 

This means that there is not much var- 
lation in the plants of elther variety. 

Genetically, this means that each of 
the plants have the same or similar 
genes and that the pairs of genes in 
each plant are also very similar. Chro- 
mosomes, and the genes which they 
hold, come in pairs. Each parent sup- 
plies half of each pair. 

Should the hybrid offspring of two 
potent homogeneous varieties fail to 
be potent, it indicates that the genes of 
the varieties producing this plant are 
Incompatible. They produce enzymes 
which somehow cancel out each oth- 
er's effects.

When the DEA ban was 
announced on May 31, the major 
reason given for the evoking of the 
DEA’s emergency powers was a 
study done at the University of 
Chicago and submitted for 
publication in Science. The study 
revealed that the drug MDA has been 
shown to cause brain damage in 
rats. 

When this report was examined 
more closely, however, it became 
clear that many aspects of the report 
made its application to the use of 
MDMA by humans highly 
questionable. 

The drug used in the study was 
MDA, which is chemically distinct 
from MDMA. While they are both 
‘empathogens with somewhat similar 
mental effects, they are molecularly 
different, and probably affect the 
brain in different ways. 

Testimony of two hearing 
witne: , medical chemist David 
Nichols and pharmacist June 
Retlinger, presented good evidence 
for the chemical distinction between 
the two substances. According to 
Nichols, there is no cross-tolerance 
between MDMA and MDA. If you 
take MDMA until it no longer has an 
effect, you can then take MDA and it 
will still have an effect, and vice 
versa. This points to separate sites of 
action in the brain. 

Both Retlinger and Nichols point 
out that MDA and MDMA have 
opposite isomer activity in their 
effect on the brain. Actually MDA, 
according to Nichols, can be thought 
of as two separate psychoactive 
drugs, with each of the 
stereoisomers having quite different 
psychological effects. MDMA has 
only one active (s) isomer, the 
‘opposite of the more active MDA 
isomer. The DEA’s own report points 
‘out that there is evidence that MDA 
and MDMA have different pathways 
of action within the nervous system. 

Alexander Shulgin, Nichols’ 
colleague, commented that MDA 
resembles MDMA, but it also 
resembles the over-the-counter 
allergy remedy Sudafed 
(pseudoephedrine hydrochloride). 
Should we place this commonly-used 
patent medicine on Schedule 1 along 
with MDMA? 

Several other clear objections to 
the Chicago study are found in the

screen can translate reality as clearly and 
vividly as color. There’s something of a 
b&w/color schism in our images of the 
world, however.

following excerpt from the research 
report itself: 

“Our study raises the question of 
whether MDA produces 5HT 
neurotoxicity in humans. Given 
differences in species, dose, 
frequency and route of 
administration, as well as differences 
in the way in which rats and humans 
metabolize amphetamine, it would 
be premature to extrapolate our 
findings to humans. It should also be 
noted that the doses of MDA 
required to produce 5HT. 
neurotoxicity in the rat (5-10 mg/kg) 
are roughly three to five times higher 
than those required to produce 
hallucinogenic effects 
(approximately 1.5 to 3 mg/kg) 
Hence, doses af MDA generally 
ingested by humans may not be 
sufficiently high to induce 5HT 
neurotoxicity unless humans prove 
to be more sensitive than rats to the 
toxic effects of MDA.” 

The “difference in species, dose, 
frequency, and route of 
administration” refer to the 
procedures followed in the 
experiment, in which the drug was 
1) given to rats rather than humans, 
2) given in the much larger doses, as 
noted in the subsequent sentence, 3) 
given every twelve hours for two 
days, and 4) given intravenously 
(injected in the vein) rather than 
orally, the usual route of 
administration in humans. Taking a 
drug orally results in smaller 
amounts of the drug reaching the 
brain than if taken by IV injection. 

In August 1985, Intox Laboratory 
performed a further study in which a 
‘group of rats were given an 
escalating series of rather stiff doses 
of MDMA. They were started off at 25 
milligrams per kilogram of body 
weight, and the amount was 
increased by 25 mg/kg each day 
thereafter. The average psychoactive 
dose taken by humans is about 2 
milligrams per kilogram. 

Eventually, all the animals died 
when the dosages reached between 
15 mg/kg and 300 mg /kg. This is 
about 150 times the normal human 
dose. When the rats were examined, 
there was no evidence of histological 
brain damage. Although the second 
study does not use the same 
techniques as the first, it must raise 
doubts about the evidence provided 
by the former study. @

Here's how | got mine 
going. My unit is a closet 3’ x5’ x8’. 
Light is provided by a 400 watt HPS in- 
dustrial grade lamp given to me because 
my employer thought it was too noisy. | 
fixed it (some of the screws were loose) 
and constructed a reflector from an alu- 
minum sheet. Air is exhausted by a fan 
from an air filter-cleaner which | bought 
for $3 in a second-hand store. My air cir- 
culation is a 3-speed oscillating fan, 
which | found discarded. | purchased two 
4-foot shop lights, two timers, a six-outlet 
multistrip, soil mixers, fertilizer, humidity 
gauge, thermometer and a light/soil/ 
moisture tester. 

| used the fluorescents to start the 
seeds. Then | transplanted them at 4” into 
discarded one-galion pails with drainage 
holes punched in the bottom. The pails sit 
on plates to catch excess water. 

Now | am planning to build a hydro- 
ponic unit from my junk pile. It's in the 
process of my mind. Growers can save 
big bucks being creative.

While talking to Dana about the Safe 
Drugs Movement, he introduced me to 
Howard Lotsof, the founder of the Dora 
Weiner Foundation, and the man behind 
the use of ibogaine as a cure for 
chemical drug addictions. 

Howard Lotsof: The original work on 
ibogaine was done in the early ’60s, and 
it was quite a surprise. We did not realize 
that it had this ability to interrupt heroin 
and cocaine dependency at all. In 1962 
and '63, we administered it to a total of 
20 people. Seven of them were narcotics 
addicts. Two days later, five of them gave 
up narcotics for at least six months. I 
mean, their desire for narcotics was 
completely gone. I was 19 years old at 
the time, and had no idea how to pursue 
pharmaceutical development in a 
legitimate way. 

HT: Where was the experiment set up? 
HL: I was running a laboratory called 
S&L Laboratories. 

HT: At the age of 19? 

HL: Yes. You have to understand—this 
was the '60s and everything was wide 


lives, their jobs, their schools—to any- 
thing. They're no longer addicts. And 
every test which has been conducted to 
date supports our findings. 

HT: I'm surprised that, with an instant 
cure for addiction in your hands, people 
aren't beating down your door to help 
market it. 

HL: At first I found it very discouraging 
that people did not come to our banner 
immediately. Then I saw a program on 
the development of penicillin, and the 
similarities were just amazing. Fleming, 
even after he had proved that penicillin 
was effective, had to do exactly what 
we're doing. Like us, he had to travel 
around the world to try to gain interest. 
In his case, penicillin, in our case, 
ibogaine to fight addiction. 

It was only at the beginning of World 
War II when the US government realized 
it was going to have hundreds and 
thousands of battlefield deaths due to 
infection and finally guaranteed the 
funding to the pharmaceutical industry 
to develop penicillin. Do you realize if it 
wasn’t for the World War II, we most

open. Legitimate, so-called ethical, 
pharmaceutical companies were giving 
experimental drugs to dealers on the 
black market and asking them to find out 
what effects these had on their 
customers. That just won't happen today, 
hopefully. Anyway, we administered this 
stuff, We were evaluating its 
psychotherapeutic effect and we gave it 
to 20 people; seven of those persons 
were narcotics addicts. And two days 
later, we realized that we had a 
completely unexpected result on our 
hands. Ibogaine, which we were calling 
Endabuse for marketing purposes, had 
the ability to interrupt both cocaine and 
heroin dependency with a single 
treatment. Every other treatment 
procedure, whether it was behavioral 
modification or methadone or 
bromocriptine, puts a detoxifying addict 
right back on the street, where one 
question is running through his or her 
mind every minute of every second of 
every day: Should I or shouldn't I get off? 
Tbogaine removes that question. That 
means that people can go back to their

HT: War speeds everything up. Makes 
governments desperate enough to try 
anything. 

HL: Well, it looks like AIDS is speeding 
up the development of ibogaine within 
the United States. We're literally turning 
the government around. 

What's very interesting is that the 
Canadian government has made us very 
welcome. Our major research efforts are 
going on in Montreal at this time, and 
next week we have meetings with the 
major research institution in Montreal to 
determine if we can come toa business 
agreement to proceed with avery direct 
testing on both animal and humans to 
bring this product to market.

It's no secret that actors usually have 
giant egos. Many famous/successful stars 
have decided that they could do a better 
job of directing than the pros. Other less 
famous actors have turned to directing out 
of desperation, after appearing in too many 
flop movies. Some try directing once and 
give up, others make a new career out of it. 

Some of the earliest star/directors were 
silent comedians like Buster Keaton and 
Stan Laurel. The most famous, Charlie 
Chaplin, directed, wrote, and usually 
produced all of his features after 1914. His 
last film, A Countess From Hong Kong 
(1967), starred Marlon Brando, who had 
already directed himself in One-Eyed 
ido actually took over 
from Stanley Kubrick and did a pretty good 
job. Two of his co-stars in that off-beat 
western also directed features. Karl 
Malden directed Time Limit (1957), about 
the trial of an American accused of treason 
during the Korean War. Timothy Carey, a 
scary-looking character actor, produced, 
directed, wrote, and starred in The 
World’s Greatest Sinner (1962) about an 
insurance salesman who proclaims himself 
God! The music was by Frank Zappa. 
(Carey and Zappa both later appeared in 
HEAD.) In 1949, Burgess Meredith 
directed Man On The Eiffel Tower. 
Burgess also acted in it, but the star was 
Charles Laughton, who went on to direct 
the incredible Night Of The Hunter 
(1955). Another actor in Eiffel, Robert 
Hutton, directed and starred in one of the 
worst movies ever made, The Slime People 
(1962). One of the Slime stars was Tom 
Laughlin (using one of his many 
pseudonyms), who had already produced, 
directed, and starred in two ridiculous 
religious-themed obscurities, The Proper 
Time (1960—when he was only 22) and 
The Young Sinner(1961). He re-emerged 
8 Billy Jack in the biker movie The Born 
Losers (1967) and went on to produce, 
direct, and star in four more Billy Jack 
movies. Unfortunately, after his great early 
70s successes, Billy Jack Goes To 
Washington was never released, and The 
Return Of Billy Jack, started two years 


‘ago, seems to have been abandoned. 

Robert Montgomery (father of Elizabeth) 
started directing himself in Lady In The 
Lake (1947), a Phillip Marlowe mystery 
with the gimmick of everything being seen 
through the detective’s eyes. Montgomery 
also directed four more films. During the 
"50s, Mel Ferrer directed three features, 
including the strange Green Mansions 
(1959), starring his wife at the time, 
Audrey Hepburn. Jose (no relation) Ferrer 
directed half a dozen interesting films in 
the ‘50s, but gave it up after directing Pat 
Boone in State Fair (1962). Creature 
From The Black Lagoon star Richard 
Carlson directed five features, and 
Casablanca co-star Paul Henreid directed 
six, including JD titles like Girls On The 
Loose and Live Fast, Die Young (both 
made in 1958). 

‘Some one-time director/stars were 
Sinatra (None But The Brave, 1965), 
Peter Sellers (I Like Money, 1962), James 
Mason ( The Child, 1954), George C. Scott 
(Rage, 1972), Albert Finney (Charlie 
Bubbles, 1968), Charlton Heston 
(Motherlode, 1982), Burt Reynolds (The 
Midnight Man, 1974) and Barbra 
Streisand ( Yent! 1983). Dennis Hopper, of 
course, started directing with Easy Rider. 
After its great success, Peter Fonda 
directed himself in The Hired Hand 
(1971), the barely-released Idaho 
Transfer, ond Wanda Nevada (1979), 
featuring his father. Jack Nicholson 
directed the X-rated Drive He Said (1971) 
and later made Goin’ South (1978), 
co-starring with Brando. Hopper 
temporarily ended his directing career with 
The Last Movie but is now working on his 
fifth feature as director, Backtrack, 
produced by Dick Clark (!). 

Financially, the most successful actor/ 
director of all time is Stallone, whose 
Rocky 2, 3and 4all made over 30 million 
dollars. Even Stayin’ Alive (starring 
Travolta) made money. Incredibly, the 
second most successful actor/director is 
Leonard Nimoy, whose Star Trek 3and 4, 
and Three Men and A Baby each earned 
over three Mil. Other actor/directors who 
have turned out product making over the

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three Mil mark are Mel Brooks (Blazing 
Saddles and Young Frankenstein), Carl 
Reiner (The Jerk and Oh God!), Tom 
(for two Billy Jacks), 
Poitier (Stir Crazy), Clint Eastwood 
(Sudden Impact), Warren Beatty (Heaven 
Can Wait—he was the co-director) and 
Opie himself, Ron Howard (Cocoon and 
Splash). Howard recently finished the 30 
million dollar budget Willow. If it’s not a 
major hit he might end up on “Happy Days” 
reunion movies. 

Other actors who have directed included 
the very famous—Olivier, Attenborough, 
Welles, Redford and Newman; action 
stars—Bruce Lee, Jackie Chan, and Fred 
Williamson (who has directed 10 movies!); 
and the ridiculous—Mickey Rooney (The 
Private Lives Of Adam And Eve, 1960), 
Telly Savalas (Beyond Reason, 1977), and 
Laurence Harvey ( Tender Flesh, 1973). 

Lately, things have really gotten out of 
hand. Because of the recent boom in film 
production (many releases will go direct to 
video), everybody thinks they can direct. 
Some actors who have recently turned 
director include (and I'm not making these 
up): Beau Bridges, Danny DeVito, John 
Saxon, Rip Torn, Henry Winkler, Penny 
Marshall, Cheech Marin, Keith Gordon, 
Dovid Keith, Emilio Estevez, Robby Benson, 
Klaus Kinski, Yophet Kotto, Anthony 
Perkins, Charles Martin Smith, Richard 
Pryor, Prince, Donovan, Christopher Guest, 
Bob Hoskins, and Robert Englund (Freddy 
Kruger).

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Buck Owens — 
A Goddamn Genius

It was one of those silly Country 
Music Awards TV shows. A bunch of 
sorry-ass mall-cowboys thanking 
each other and handing out bowling 
trophies. So they trot out this year's 
hotshit young whippersnapper in 
designer jeans, Dwight Yoakam, 
who, being a traditional-minded 
dude and all, brings out his big 
childhood inspiration to see said hero 
properly recognized by the gnarly old 
nazis that run Nashville. Only this 
inspirational guy happens to be Buck 
Owens, quite a gnarly fella himself. 
So Dwight and Buck sing a duet (I 
think they just cut a record, by the 
time you read this it'll probably have 
been a hit for months), and when the 
musical interlude is over, with what 
can only be described as a shit-eating + 
grin on his face, Buck bows deeply 
from the waist while whisking his 
stetson from atop his dome and holds 
the stetson over his chest. “What a 
gentleman,” you might think, but let 
us return to that aforementioned just- 
gulped-feces expression on Buck's 
mug. The reason for such a look on 
his normally sour puss is that he 
knows damn well that the young man 
who is paying him homage (Dwight 
Yoakam if you're having trouble 
following the action) is a fucking 
BALDIE who cannot remove his own 
stetson for fear of having the female 
segment of his audience laugh, so he 
just kinda tips his hat and looks 
stupid. For reasons like this Buck 
Owens is rarely acknowledged. 

Buck Owens? That glazed-over 
cornball who's been acting like a 
moron for decades on the absolute 
worst and longest-running TV show 
in syndication history, Hee Haw? 
Yup. I say he's a genius, or was in his 
prime (1960-1970) anyway, and stood 
along with George Jones, Lefty 
Frizzell, and Jerry Lee Lewis as the 
greatest of post-Hank Williams 
country singers. 

Born in Texas, raised in Arizona, 
home-based in Bakersfield, 
California (a real shithole—don't 
even stop for gas there), he was to 
country music in the ‘60s what the 
Rolling Stones were to rock ‘n’ roll— 
an unapologetic cowboy boot to the 


hemorrhoid area, stripped to the 
basics, derivative as hell, and full of 
some weird magic that must've come 
from selling his soul to the devil. He 
scored 19 number-one country hits, 
classics like “Cryin’ Time”, “Act 
Naturally” (ask Ringo), “I Got A Tiger 
By The Tail”, etc., etc., ad infinitum. 
He made dozens of LPs, none of which 
you can hear today because his label, 
Capitol, was dumb enough to let him 
take possession of his own masters 
when his contract was up. He 
promptly locked said masterpieces in 
vault, never to be heard again, 
although he sold about 19 million of 
the little doughnuts, so chances are 
your local used record dealer or flea 
market will have a decent selection. 

His band, the Buckaroos, were 
about the swingin’-est small combo 
you'll ever hear, mixing flat-out 
southwestern teeth-grinding honky- 
tonk with rockabilly flash for a sound 
as strange and beautiful as Raymond 
Chandler's red wind on the back of 
your neck. Special kudos to the late 
guitarist Don Rich, whose Telecaster 
sputterings had as much Chuck Berry 
influence as Keith Richards’ playing 
did, but clean and sparkling, with 
notes flying all over hell and dipping 
in and around Buck's voice like 
maybe Don and Buck knew each other 
alittle too well. 


Yeah, he’s been acting like a moron for decades, BUT. 


And unlike the aforementioned 
Stones, who reached middle age with 
about as much dignity as Larry 
Storch, Buck made his bundle (and a 
bundle it was, between hit discs, a 
publishing empire, his own booking 
agency and, finally, Hee Haw, smirk 
all you want, this man lives like a 
pasha) and got the fuck out before his 
head got soft in public. But not before 
making a complete fool of himself, 
like the time he divorced his wife 
three days after their marriage for 
reasons of insanity (hers) then took 
out an ad in the paper begging her to 
return.

Robertson is a psychotic ex-con out 
to avenge his father’s murder in this 
pulpy film noir, one of the director's 
most brutal pictures. The nasty violence 
is staged for pure visual excitement 
and the sex, used only to elicit 
information, is just as unsavory in a 
beautiful kind of way—the lovers’ 
faces always seem to be covered in 
either scratches, bruises or dirty 
bandages. Next to The Steel Helmet 
(not yet available on video) and The 
Naked Kiss (about to be reissued), it's 
Fuller's best. Highly recommended.
